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TOPICS OF THE DAY 


ARCHITECTS AND THE A.B.S. 


ARCHITECTS cannot have extracted much satis- 
faction from two items of news made known 
last week: (a) That the result of the appeal made by 
the technical Press on behalf of the A.B.S. has been the 
sum of £189 15s. additional subscriptions and donations 
and (6) that, as a result, the readers of one of the London 
evening papers have had their eye caught, if not their 
attention held, by the caption: ‘Are Architects 
Mean ? ” 

Now the second of these items may be disregarded. 
It is immaterial, we think, whether or not architects 
are mean ; it is only material that the response, when 
taken as an average over the 8,000 actively practising 
members of the R.I.B.A. (to say nothing of some 
thousands of members of other architectural bodies and 
unqualified assistants—all of whom are eligible for 
benefit), is negligible. 

_ The questions that arise from the response must 
Inevitably be: “Is any voluntary system of con- 
tribution likely to produce the required result ?” and, 
as a natural corollary, ‘“‘ What, if any, is the alter- 
native?’ Taking the former question, we note that the 
President has attempted to cover up the shortcomings 
of non-subscribing architects by suggesting ignorance of 
the need. But is this so? Every year, in some form or 
another, the needs of the A.B.S. are officially stressed, 
and the technical Press devotes a not inconsiderable 
amount of space to keeping the Society’s existence 
before architects. There must be other reasons to 
account for the fact that the subscribers’ list of the 

A.B.S. is confined to about 1,000 names. 

Can, we wonder, the process of subscribing small but 
useful amounts be made a little more simple for the 
young or recently-established architect, who, by 
nature, is generously minded ? 

[We are not sure that the same can be said of some 
established architects, for on jotting down at random 
the names of fourteen such men who, by the extent of 
their practices, should be wealthy, we have found that 
two do not contribute to the A.B.S. at all, and that 
the remaining twelve annually subscribe between them 
the sum of 23 guineas !] 

Things would be made considerably more simple for 
the young and not wealthy architect were some pro- 
vision made in the annual Institute subscriptions form 
issued by the R.I.B.A. for the adding of a sum for the 
benefit of the A.B.S. This is already done for the 
purpose of the Registration fee, and we are convinced 
that many architects would gladly make use of the 
opportunity to make, say, £3 3s., plus 6s. 8d., into a 
round amount of £4 for the benefit of the A.B.S., and 
thus discharge their statutory and moral obligations 
to their fellows on one and the same cheque form. 

As an additional measure, may we suggest that use 
might be made of the staff collecting box—say twice 
yearly—in offices large and small. This would give 
assistants who do not belong to any organisation an 
opportunity to show good will. 

These suggestions we put forward for consideration. 
Should they be deemed unworthy of trial, or if after 
trial be found not to achieve the desired end, what then 
is the alternative? We suggest the consideration of 
nothing less than a compulsory levy, coupled with a 
regular scale of health insurance and unemployment 
benefit, to which every member should be automatically 
entitled when in need. It may be thought that such a 
course is an undignified one for a great profession to 
adopt. Is it, we ask, more undignified than the issue 
of appeals which have a paltry response and which 
may become front-page news in the popula: Press ? 
it is for the profession to choose and to act. 





“THE NEXT TWENTY YEARS,”’ 


. NEVER prophesy unless you know” is an axiom 

of wisdom, and no doubt Professor W. G. 
Holford had it carefully in mind while he was preparing 
his very thoughtful paper on “ The Next Twenty Years,” 
read at the R.I.B.A. on Monday evening, or he would 
not have devoted so much of his time to a discussion 
of present-day problems in’ the light of the almost 
immediate past. His paper was mainly concerned 
with the difficulties of the young architect; and no 
doubt, with the perplexities arising out of contemporary 
“fashions, movements, and theories of architecture,” 
the changing conditions of architectural practice, and 
the political uncertainty of the times, his difficulties 
must be more harassing than those experienced by, 
should we say, the pre- War generation of young architects, 
though theirs were surely exasperating enough. Much 
of Professor Holford’s paper was really a criticism of 
the social system, and it is a question whether many 
obviously desirable reforms in the conditions of archi- 
tectural practice can be realised until that system has 
been considerably improved. 

In the meantime, we must make the best of the 
situation. Educational ideals and methods must be 
overhauled and adjusted, where necessary, if they are 
to conform with the progressive tendencies of the times, 
and in the view of many competent judges, it would be 
no bad thing if, without detriment to the study of 
esthetics, more stress could be laid upon the economics 
of practical design and construction. 

As to the problem of «sthetics, until a new archi- 
tectural tradition (if there is to be one) is built up and 
thoroughly established, we must expect to have endless 
and wearisome arguments about architectural style. 
There is much wisdom in the remark of Profe sor 
Holford that “There are no permanent architectural 
values save those founded on the elementary require- 
ments of living, the laws of gravity, and the human 
eye.” But what a problem it is to achieve a synthesis 
of these elements that shall please everybody ! 

As to Professor Holford’s prophecies, there was little 
in them to strain the imagination. During the next 
twenty years, even in these rapidly moving times, it 
is doubtful whether we shall see fundamental changes in 
social progress or a demand for many new types of 
building. “Planning” would appear to be the key 
to the greatest changes, and in this work the architect 
will, no doubt, take an increasing part. 


“ WET-TIME’’ INSURANCE. 


Wu the news that the National Joint Council for 

the Building Industry has submitted to the 
Minister of Labour for approval under Section 72 of the 
Unemployment Insurance Act, 1935, a scheme entitled 
“the Building Industry Supplementary Unemployment 
Insurance Scheme,” a great step forward in building 
industrial progress has been taken. The scheme is 
designed to provide for the payment of “ wet-time 
benefit ” to workers in the building industry in respect 
of time lost owing to inclement weather, such payments 
to be made out of a fund formed by the compulsory 
collection of contributions from employers and work- 
people in the building industry. 

We shall examine the scope of the scheme more fully 
in a future issuc, but in the meantime record the desire 
of the Minister of Labour to afford persons who would 
be affected by the scheme an opportunity to express 
their views, to which end copies of the scheme may be 
obtained from the Secretary, Ministry of Labour, 
Montagu House, Whitehall, S.W.1, to whom repre- 
sentations should be submitted in writing as soon as 
possible, and in any case before January 7 next.

Westminster Hospital Site: 
Proposed New Offices. 

_We illustrate on this page a perspec- 
tive view of the proposed new offices for 
the Westminster Hospital site, the archi- 
tects for which are Sir John Burnet, 
Tait and Lorne. In preparing the de- 
sign of this building two important con- 
siderations had to be taken into account. 
One was the restriction as to the height 
of the building and the other the irre- 
gularity of the site. It was therefore 
decided that a horizontal treatment with 
an unbroken skyline would be more in 
keeping with the architecture of the sur- 
rounding buildings, particularly that of 
Westminster Abbey. Owing to the posi- 
tion of the site in proximity to build- 
ings of historic and national importance, 
the architects are anxious that the new 
building shall take its place honourably 
with the surrounding buildings. 

The general building line to Broad 
Sanctuary is well set back above the 
second-floor level, and in the central por- 
tion to the extent of 18 ft. This central 
feature is carried up in the form of a 
low tower and is necessary to enclose 
the water tanks and lift machinery, etc. 
The latter are usually left as excres- 
cences on the top of the roof and do 
not form part of the composition of the 
building; but the architects feel that 
all such constructional features should 
be treated architecturally. Moreover, 
the necessity to cover in these features 
helps in the composition of the build- 
ing and gives the skyline a sculpturesque 
quality which is not obtainable with 
a horizontal, uninteresting roof line. 
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The building would be “ Gothic” in 
character to harmonise with surrounding 
buildings. It would be carried out in 
Portland stone on simple dignified lines, 
the enrichment being concentrated on the 
doorway and central feature. This en- 
riched doorway, with the two side pro- 
jecting wings culminating in the central 
tower with its three large windows, 
should give a cathedral-like effect not 
often obtainable in an office building.

At its meeting on Tuesday, December 6, 
the London County Council passed regu- 
lations as to applications for waivers of 
Building By-laws Nos. 68 and 91 so as 
to permit the use of fire protection for 
structural steelwork other than. the fire 
protection required in the Building By- 
laws. The Regulations set out the con- 
ditions which the Council will apply to 
determine whether the steelwork shall be 
required to be fire-resisting for (1) two 
hours, (2) one hour, or (3) half an hour, in 
accordance with time-temperature tests 
set out in the Regulations (which tests 
conform substantially as regards the 
relation between temperature and time 
and as regards loading with that described

Weston-Zoyland Parish Church : 
Restoration Completed. 

AFTER work extending over a period of 
five years, the parish church of Weston- 
Zoyland, Somerset, intimately connected 
with Monmouth’s Rebellion, 1685, has 
been carefully restored at a cost of £8,113. 
The oldest parts of the church are the 
vestry and the lower part of the south 
transept walls, which date back to about 
1200. The chancel is fourteenth century, 
and the rest late fifteenth century. The 
church has an oak roof, and between the 
tie beams are fine drop pendants carved 
out of solid blocks of wood, with angel 
faces on the east and west sides of them. 
The roof has been carefully repaired, and 
the lead which covers it recast and relaid. 
The lead of the north and south aisle roofs 
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has been similarly treated. The south 
transept roof has also been made entirely 
new to harmonise with the other roofs. 
All the battlements have been taken down 
and reset, all the walls repointed, and 
the whole of the windows in the aisles re- 
leaded and reglazed. 

The tower has been repointed and eight 
missing pinnacles replaced in conformity 
witha drawing of 1832. A screen, rood 
loft, and rood have been built, together 
with turret stairs leading to the rood loft. 
The ancient south door was recovered 
from a cow-stall, where it had been since 
1867; it has been repaired and re-hung in 
its original position at the entrance to the 
church.

Prysten House, Plymouth : 
Further Restoration Completed. 

A FURTHER stage in the restoration of 
the ancient Prysten House attached to the 
church of St. Andrew, Plymouth, has 
been reached with the restoration of a 
chamber above the frater as a memorial to 
Sir Leicester Harmsworth, by his son, Sir 
Harold Harmsworth. The work was 
carried out under the direction of Mr. 
A. S. Parker, F.R.I.B.A., the West 
Country archeologist, under whose care 
the gradual restoration of the building is 
being done. The room, to be known as 
the Printing Room, has an open oak roof; 
a dado has been added, together with a 
new window in the north wall.

10 a.m. to 1 p.m. on 
any Saturday has not the solemnity of 
Sunday, nor earnest endeavour of the 
week-day, and in spite of the theory that 
one day is much the same as another, I 
still feel the urge to work on week-days, 
relax after 6 p.m. on week-day evenings, 
play on Saturday mornings and rest on 
Sundays. It must be the aura of conven- 
tion which the majority of people throw 
over this world by their tidy existences.

This morning seems particularly good to 
me—like reaching an oasis after a meta- 
phorical desert of events and goings-on;

It was Tennyson in ‘‘ In Memoriam * 
who said :— 

“‘Nothing walks with aimless feet;

And yet I feel that if one continued this 
hectic path of London events for long, 
“‘ aimless’ would ultimately become the 
operative word. There is so much that is 
bad or mediocre in the world, so little that 
is really worth while and sincere. 

Let us see—out of the bag of ‘‘ dates ”’— 
what the sum total of our improvement is.

Tait spoke at the A.A. on the Glasgow 
Exhibition. It was a crowded, stuffy din- 
ing-room, and most architects were accom- 
panied by their wives. I, too, was guilty 
of this, but I doubt if wives can be ex- 
pected to spend such an evening enjoy- 
ably. Tait I expected to be nervous, but, 
instead, he possessed a surprising self- 
confidence and a lively sense of humour. 
The contents of the lecture were 30 per 
cent. informative to architects, 30 per cent. 
humorous remarks, 20 per cent. drama of 
the “ travelogue’ kind, and 20 per cent. 
praise or otherwise of associated archi- 
tects. It was interesting, but might have 
been compressed into one hour, particu- 
larly in that atmosphere. 

CiiFFoRD Ho.trpay’s lecture on ‘‘ Hous- 
ing in Palestine”’ was, strictly speaking, 
a lecture on Palestinian architecture. It 
was informative, extremely well put to- 
gether, and a form of analysis which gave 
a clear picture of the country and its 


architecture. To those of you who 
organise lectures here is a first-class 
example lasting for one hour. His 


description and slides of Jerusalem are 
almost filmic in their cutting and con- 
tinuity. Sum total of thé talk was one of 
an interesting country doing a great deal 
towards communal living. The antiquities 
are of remarkable charm and interest, and 
the contemporary work by such men as 
Holliday and KaurMann extremely sound. 
The bad patch is the early 20th century 
with its American Y.M.C.A., English 
Cathedral and Italian Hospital surround- 
ing Jerusalem. 

Curiously, I received a letter from 
EILeen Ascrort, the writer, on the same 
day. She has been staying in an hotel 
near the Dead Sea, and I, unromantically, 
give you the architectural tit-bits. 

“The Dead Sea is the quietest place in 
the world. The climate is sub-tropical, and 
the scenery is battered and lifeless. The 
Dead Sea itself is blue; wonderfully in- 
vigorating to bathe.in, and incidentally it 
has proved a gold mine to the Jewish com- 
pany which is now developing it for salt 
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and chemicals. On the banks of the Dead 
Sea, not far from Jericho, is one of the most 
beautiful and modern hotels I have been 
in. It is built of white concrete, and it 
is run by two young German Jews, Mr. and 
Mrs. Levy. It boasts the most up-to-date 
kitchens in Palestine, and generates its own 
electricity for washing machines, ice-cream 
machines and wine-cooling machines, etc. 

“The bedrooms lead out into balconies 
facing the sea. Although the air is hot and 
still, the bedrooms can be kept cool at 
night by an ingenious device. Over the beds 
there is a shutter which you can move 
back, through which a stream of cool air 
flows all night. The wall is thick and 
hollow. There is a little hole in the 
passage about 2 ft. above that which leads 
into the bedroom, and the air enters by 
the passage, becomes cool in the vacuum 
of the wall and blows fresh cool air over 
your head while you are sleeping. 

“Each room has its own shower bath 
situated on the balcony, just outside the 
bedroom, so that if you have been bathing 
in the Dead Sea and wish to wash the 
salt and chemicals from your body you can 
do this with the fresh-water shower before 
entering your room. Each shower room has 
a folding cupboard door, so that if you wish 
to enter it from your bedroom and not be 
seen by other people on the balcony you 
can do it by mcans of the folding door. 

“This hotel was only opened three 
months before the trouble broke out in 
Palestine. Of course, when the fighting 
started it had to be closed temporarily. It 
is opening again at Christmas time. 

“Tt has the most beautiful out-door danc- 
ing floor, bathing beaches and restaurant, 
where you can dine in the warm air under 
the stars by the sea... .” 
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Holliday’s lecture on Palestine, by the 
way, was given at the Housing Cenire, 
and MapGe WALtteR is the publicist of the 
concern, for whom I have a great respect 
as an organiser, as I have for F. R. 
YersuRY, ALLEYNE ZANDER, and Mar. 
GARET BEAN, who organise different con. 
cerns but with the same efficiency.

Taking the exhibifions by and large, 
my reaction is one of having been inter- 
ested without their having added one iota 
to my knowledge or enjoyment of Art. 

Jacos Epstern, whom I know well, I fee] 
most puzzled about, because I see a com- 
plete difference between the atmosphere 
of his home and that of his exhibitions. 
In Hyde Park Gate (where he lives in a 
late Victorian house with a bay window), 
there is an atmosphere of artistic integrity 
and culture of a robust kind. By this I 
mean that baked beans on toast may 
accompany a heated discussion on Watt 
Wuitman. He and Mrs. Epstein are “ At 
Home” on Saturday afternoons, and the 
atmosphere is amazingly simple and (if 
I may use the word in connection with the 
househoid of an artist who has created 
such a violent reaction among the lay 
public) charming. 

A short time ago, when I was there, 
there were some beautiful drawings by 
Epstein of children’s heads. Sensitive, 
emotional, tender things, they were; and 
now, at Tooth’s, I am faced with his draw- 
ings illustrating the rather erotic poems 
of CHARLES BEAUDELAIRE: “‘ Les Fleurs du 
Mal.” 

I don’t like them, because they are 
sensational and not nearly so well drawn 
as those heads of children. 

OtivEeR MesseL, whom I know quite 
well also, now has an exhibition of 
paintings at the Leicester Gallery. The 
exhibits have exquisite taste, the frames 
are perfect, the subjects attractive, but 
the work seems to me to have no depth. 
Messel’s depth lies in his theatre décor, 
and particularly costume design. Society 
will make this show a success, but the 
work is merely exquisite. 

Watt Disney’s drawings on celluloid for 
the “Snow White” film are like first- 
class examples of commercial art. Taken 
singly, these cartoons have no real 
zesthetic merit. Competent, yes! Works 
of art, no! The art of Disney lies in the 
medium of the film, not in drawings. 

The Architectural Association’s display 
of photographs was a good example of the 
difference between the amateur and the 
professional, The former is fragmentary— 
he will try and make a picture by cuttinz 
out interesting bits and enlarging. The 
photographs look like it. The best photo- 
graphs are by Mappison, the most com- 
petent by Westwoop, the most sensitive 
by PENOYRE.

A paper entitled “‘ The Next Twenty 
Years”? was read by Professor W. G. 
Holford, B.Arch., A.R.I.B.A., at the 
R.1.B.A. on Monday. Mr. A. H. Moberly 
(Vice-President) was in the chair. 

After some introductory remarks, Pro- 
fessor Holford said: If the first half of my 
remarks, concerning the profession and 
ourselves, tends to be subjective, I hope 
that the latter part, dealing with archi- 
tecture generally within the next 20 years, 
will be a more objective survey. The 
President of the Royal Society, speaking 
at a meeting here when Mr. Carter read a 
paper on “The Case for a Learned 
Society,” said, in proposing a vote ot 
thanks, that he hardly knew of another 
profession that combines, as ours does, 
the past, the present and the future, the 
practical and the artigtic, the present 
psychology of mankind, and a wise anticl- 
pation of what is to come. 

This kind of anticipation, wise or otherwise, 
is one of the characteristic activities of all 
planners; nor is it unusual to base a develop- 
ment plan on a survey of existing conditions, 
and make it applicable to a period 20 years 
ahead. As a measure of the differences that a 
score of years may bring to our outlook it is 
useful, therefore, to lay the yard-stick down 
in the other direction and measure off 20 years 
of the past. It brings us to 1918, to that 
crucial period at the end of the Great War 
when the whole nation turned its eyes towards 
a future glowing with the opportunities of 
peace and reconstruction, and in doing so saw, 
and for the first time appreciated, the serious 
nature of its own wounds. The architectural 
profession which, as a profession, had not been 
recognised by the Government as an employ- 
able asset during the crisis, occupied itself 
busily with its own problems of reconstruction. 
It is worth noting, in view of our attempted 
forecast, that the position of the profession to- 
day would be somewhat different, since the 
nature of war (and of our own professional pre- 
paredness) has changed considerably. It is 
interesting to note that in the last months of 
the Great War the R.I.B.A. concerned itself 
particularly about this matter. 


The Architect and the Community. 


To-day ‘‘ The Architect at the Service of the 
Community ’? has become a publicist’s plati- 
tude, but the machinery behind the idea has 
not yet been assembled. Bits of it lie about, 
unheeded by the State except in moments of 
emergency ; and, by municipal and Government 
departments, improperly understood. Within 
the profession itself the real Tt seems to 
reside in this: that whereas the older mem- 
bers, by reason of their upbringing and experi- 
ence, realise to the full the difficulties of the 
situation, the younger men see its significance 
and its importance before everything else, and 
quite rightly will not allow that the difficul- 
ties are insuperable. There is a conflict here 
between architectural and social values that is 
closely paralleled in the forms of contemporary 
architecture itself. Its most disturbing effects, 
however can be seen in the educational field, 
but I shall allude to these in a moment. As 
far as the public is concerned it. is important 
to realise that it is inconsistent to attempt to 
train it in architectural appreciation while 
maintaining an intensely vocational attitude 
towards architecture as an art and a mystery 
beyond anything that the average layman can 
hope to appreciate. In saying this I am well 
aware that there is a vast difference between 
architectural propaganda and_ architectural 
ethics. Nevertheless, there is a danger that 
the public may grasp the commercial signifi- 
cance of the one and fail to grasp the social 
significance of the other. In the late nineteenth 
century the popular conception of the archi- 
tect was of an artist and man of taste—some- 
thing of a genius, in fact. 

To-day the position is being gradually re- 
versed, ” The Tablic is coming round to the 
belief that the architect is also lawyer, town 
planner, A.R.P. expert, engineer and sociolo- 
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gist. And it is within the Institute that the 
other ‘side of the medal is held up to view. 
‘* Tell people by all means,’’. said the Presi- 
dent, in his address to students early this 
year, ‘‘ that you can plan not only their cities 
but their industries and their welfare. Tell 
them you can do it on your heads because you 
are architects, but do not imply that to do so 
is your most important function. The power 
of orderly manipulation that you claim is only 
one of architecture’s powers, the greatest of 
which is a mystery of the mind.” 

I have commented on these opposing ten- 
dencies only to illustrate’ that, although a 
balance is usually struck by compensating 
differences, the philosophy of architecture 
changes from age to age. Twenty years hence 
it seems likely that architects will be nearer 
their public than they are to-day, if propa- 
ganda and the widening scope of architectural 
service are anything to go by. And if 
standards become once again mutually 
accepted as they were in certain aspects of 
eighteenth-century culture, then will be the 
time for individual variations on: the estab- 
lished theme. Critics complain to-day that 
modernists neglect architecture in favour of 
engineering and sociology. But it is only in a 
settled period, when fundamental problems are 
agreed and the instrumental arts of town 
ening and housing have become stabilised, 
that the expressive arts will again have 
greater importance than what Mumford calls 
“sanitation and sewage and the studious 
habits of antisepsis.’” We cannot wait hope- 
fully for this period to arrive ; we have to work 
actively to introduce it. 

It follows, therefore, that the principal 
matters claiming the interest and enthusiasm 
of the younger members are connected with 
public relations and public service. They feel 
that the profession as a whole is not organised 
to meet the social changes which are taking 
place and does not sufficiently realise their 
importance. They feel to a greater or less 
degree frustrated by the waste of time on 
speculative work, by the lack of interest in 
the support for research, by bureaucracy, by 
the lack of opportunity for acquainting them- 
selves with the whole range of an architect’s 
experience, by the conflicts between private 
and salaried architects; most of all by the 
absence of architectural control where it is 
vitally needed. Coupled with these general 
grievances, and partly arising from them, are 
the worries of insecurity, inadequate salaries, 
and unrecognised responsibility. Most of you 
know something of the early nightmares inci- 
dental to a private practice unsupported by 
capital and influence, and it has more than 
once been suggested that a Loan Fund should 
be established to help the struggling prac- 
titioner over the frantic time lag that occurs 
between paying out and being paid. But little 
was done for the architectural assistant, par- 
ticularly those employed in public offices, until 
an organisation called the Association of 
Architects, Surveyors and Technical Assist- 
ants came into being. I am well aware of the 
impatience with which the A.A.S.T.A. is re- 
garded in some quarters, but I wish seriously 
to recommend to your notice their Charter, 


their Technical Reports (such as the excellent 
one on A.R.P.) and their organisation as a 
whole, if only for the fact that they have 
identified their interests with those of the 
profession as a@ whole. The R.I.B.A. has 
given their representative a seat on its Coun- 
cil. It would be a sad day for architecture in 
this country if the activities of the centenarian 
Institute and the young Association ceased to 
be complementary, one to the other. It is 
quite clear that within the next 20 years 
both will have to play their part in establish- 
ing a wider basis for architectural practice, 


The ideals of the younger architects are best 
illustrated by the scope and intention of their 
activities, rather than by their results. These 
include the problem of modern architectural 
research, the application of new scientific and 
technical resources to the problems of build- 
ing, and their experimental integration in con- 
temporary architecture. All modern work is 
experimental to some extent; and the man 
who makes a contribution to our architectural 
powers, who fuses method, materials, and 
building needs into a creative design, is mak- 
ing architectural history. In the face of con- 
stant efforts at depreciation, sometimes from 
the uninformed and sometimes from the over- 
sophisticated, it is necessary to state that 
there is such a thing as ‘‘ the New Architec- 
ture.’’ It is often contended that nothing in 
architecture is really new; but even if this 
applies to individual methods, materials, or 
needs, it cannot apply to the combination of 
all three in a particular moment of time, 
There are no permanent architectural values 
save those founded on the elementary require- 
ments of living, the laws of gravity, and the 
human eye. So whatever reservations may be 
made, a salute is due to adventurers in every 
age—our own included. 


There is a natural time factor militating 
against the young architect. Every work of 
art is compounded of pioneering imagination, 
idealism and daring on the one hand, and of 
experience and respect for tradition (combined 
with caution) on the other. As a rule, the 
first element predominates in a young man’s 
work ; the second increases with age. Now it 
is the exception rather than the rule for an 
elderly client with a strongly traditional out- 
look to believe in a young architect who may 
be out of sympathy with his point of view; 
and even when a working agreement is 
reached, there is likely to be tension between 
them. But it is equally exceptional for a 
young client, who might be expected to see 
eye to eye with an architectural contemporary, 
to have either the means or the opportunity 
to employ him. The age that is witnessing a 
startling decrease in the private patron Eas 
seen the almost complete disappearance of 
the young patron. Modern architects who are 
not fortunate enough to win competitions or to 
persuade a commercial firm to finance them 
must find their opportunity in work connected 
with the social services, or, if they can afford 
it, in building houses for themselves and their 
friends. 


A New Type of Partnership. 


_ One solution of the difficulty may be found 
in a new type of partnership between a group 
of younger men and an established senior. The 
next 20 years are bound to see some such de- 
velopment as this (if it has not alread 
started), but the number of such firms will 
always be limited, since there must be a 
fundamental agreement on principle, and it is 
notoriously difficult actually to design in col- 
laboration. Failing that, working partner- 
ships may be formed, the note of consistency 
being provided by the nature of the work, as 
in the case of the Miners’ Welfare Committee: 
Meanwhile, what of the students? The last 
five years have seen a great change in the 
student outlook. Fashions rage through a 


school like wildfire, and curiously enough they 
sometimes follow and sometimes anticipate 
those in the world at large. It has lately been 
the fashion to philosophise a great deal; 
* sketching ’’ buiidings has given way to talk- 
ing about buildings, and a subjective and even 
introspective attitude to general architectural 
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movements and affairs has tended to take the 
place of the picturesque and detailed enthu- 
siasms of a decade ago. It is now only the 
“* realistic ’- programmes that evoke an enthu- 
siastic response. The student almost uncon- 
sciously applies a criterion of social signifi- 
cance to his work, and is impenitent when told 
to leave politics alone and get on with his 
Design for a Temple of International Justice 
on a Plateau near a Capital City. 

Here again are two entirely different ways 
of regarding the teaching problem. One way 
is to maintain that no student is of any use to 
anyone, let alone the community, if he is not 
a competent draughtsman and designer and 
superintendent of building works; and, there- 
fore, his training should follow the strict lines 
already successfully established by academies 
and ateliers for that purpose. : : 

The other approach is a more philosophical 
one, which puts the aim before the means. 
After demonstrating the social and structural 
history of building and the position of the 
architect, both historically and in contem- 
porary society, the significant problems are 
gradually introduced, and the student is told 
what he must study and where he-must gain 
experience in order to qualify himself for his 
life’s work. -In other words, the student 1s 
exhorted to help himself by somewhat differ- 
ent methods. In practice there would not be 
so very much difference between the two 
systems were it not for the extreme sensitivity 
of atmosphere in large architectural schools 
devoted almost entirely to theoretical training. 
The main cause of disharmony seems to me 
to arise from a confusion between method and 
inspiration, or—if you prefer a more sober 
word—background. Both are necessary in 4 
school; for it is a fact that the best of educa- 
tional systems lose their efficacy after a while 
unless they are in accord with the spirit of 
the times. It was Professor Reilly’s special 
virtue that he had only to walk through a 
studio at Liverpool to communicate his enthu- 
siasm for whatever subject was in hand, 
together with a sense of the enormous import- 
ance and “‘ jolliness’’ of architecture gener- 
ally. This feeling was imparted by gesture 
and personality as much as anything else, but 
it had a tonic quality, and helped to launch 
scores of young architects, including the 
speaker, on their careers. : ; 

When a design subject is studied without 
enthusiasm and without a sense of its import- 
ance, it becomes a dull academic exercise. 
Such exercises may be good discipline occa- 
sionally, but in the main they produce tired, 
unenterprising architects. 


Lack of Confidence. 

Trust is an important element in teaching, 
and purely negative distrust may have positive 
results, when it spreads widely enou One 
of my colleagues at Liverpool said the other 
day that what caused such wholehearted cham- 
pioning of the doctrines of Le Corbusier was 
not so much a discriminating confidence in 
the works and dicta of the master as a 
vague distrust of the large numbers of older 
men who never had a d word to say for 
him. This lack of confidence is even reflected 
in the attitude of many students to such poten- 
tial benefits as the prizes and scholarships of 
the R.IL.B.A. I think this is a phase of defeat- 
ism and will pass with the return to new 
allegiances. 

I have dealt at some length with internal 
and professional matters because, in consider- 
ing the prospects for the next 20 years, the 
outlook of the younger members must be taken 
largely into account. Theirs will be the re- 
sponsibility for an increasing amount of the 
actual work done; and their ideals, even allow- 


ing for the modifications that age will bring, 


are at least a more hopeful basis for s la- 
tion than the crazy state of affairs in Europe. 
In September last I thought the entire sub- 
stance of my subject could be dealt with in 
two lines by saying that architecture in the 
next 20 years me, 8 have to get out or get 
under, until such time as the world rated 
creative force above destructive force and 
civilisation above power. This is unfortunately 
still a possibility, and I believe that the most 
potent weapon an architect can wield is his 
capacity to plan, and his capacity to co-ordi-

nate the skill of others in shaping our physical 
environment. 

It is curious, is it not, with what assurance 
each generation treads on the neck of the pre- 
vious one to justify itself and climb to its place 
in the sun. Already one can watch the revolt 
from many of the tendencies of the past— 
specialisation, the neat pigeon-holing of func- 
tion and beauty in separate compartments, 
the universal applicability of steel construc- 
tion, the wholly beneficent nature of all in- 
ventions, especially mechanical ones, and the 
business man’s faith in bigger and more con- 
gested cities. 

Well, steel is certainly the business man’s 
favourite material—it builds our factories and 
commercial houses—but brick and timber and 
the plastic possibilities of reinforced concrete 
appeal just as much, if not more, to the archi- 
tect and artist of to-day. You will notice the 
last two particularly wherever they are at 
work, in bridges and underground stations, in 
flats and country houses, in recreation build- 
ings and seaside pavilions, in the airport and 
in the Zoo. 

Twenty years hence we shall know more 
about reinforced concrete, its construction, its 
behaviour, and particularly its surface treat- 
ment; and it is easy to foretell that there will 
then be refinements and expressive variations 
on an established standard, quite as remark- 
able as any that accompanied the growth of 
the great timber roofs in this country, or of 
the Gothic masonry of France. 

As for specialisation, the present trend is 
away from that, too; we cannot afford it. It 
is a great problem how to acquire a bird’s-eye 
view of a great many sciences whilst retain- 
ing a comprehensive vision of an architect’s 
main function, the creation of an environment 
to meet the physical and spiritual needs of 
mankind. But it is clear that the emphasis 
will be more and more on the co-ordinating 
and less on the specialising faculties of the 
planner. 

In talking of fashions, movements and 
theories of architecture, I feel as if I were 
skating very inexpertly on thin corrugated ice. 
That is to say, it is very noisy and seems 
specially designed to. precipitate a crash, to 
the huge delight of the spectators. The Presi- 
dent once remarked that one of the bad lega- 
cies of functionalism is a disregard of what 
is emotionally appropriate ; he also pointed out 
that it had left one or two good legacies as 
well. Now, before functionalism is packed 
off to bed for good, let us remember that it is 
not a naughty child, personified for the first 
time by Corbusier, but a hardy veteran 
who ap in history whenever a great archi- 
tectural movement has passed its climax. 
There is such an interval to-day. Interest is 
moving from the stage setting to the drama, 
and the functionalist scene-shifter helps to 
move the scenery of the last act off the stage. 
Twenty years hence we may be enacting a 
more popular kind of architectural drama, 
with a large cast participating, and an even 
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vaster audience. More energy will then be 
liberated for the cultivation of the expressive 
arts, and we shall be busy putting up a new 
stage setting. 


Future Types of Building. 


The emotional symbolism of much modern 
architecture is bare to the point of poverty 
and utilitarian and simple, and sometimes H 
little uncertain. But it .s often sincere, and 
occasionally moving. Stark reaction from it 
leads in two directions; the one an escape into 
satire, sophistication or revivalism, the cther 
a worship of bigness, of clumsy force, and of 
mechanical ugliness such as is typified by the 
Air Ministry building in Berlin. : 

As for types of building in the near future, | 
should say that the key buildings of soci! re. 
construction are the house, the school, and the 
small factory. Municipal buildings, which 
have been so much in the forefront in recent 
years, are likely to retain their importance; 
but a large part of the creative interest of 
architecture will be centred in buildings for 
recreation, health and transport. Health and 
community centres have already become signi- 
ficant, and to these I should add physical 
training and sports centres, and roadside and 
seaside architecture generally, including new 
forms of our old friend the public-house. Much 
money will no doubt continue to be sunk in 
large commercial and office buildings in-the 
centres of our large towns, but on the other 
hand business firms may become wary of over- 
spending on fixed assets based on a theory of 
continually increasing land values. Paper 
capitalisation in concentrated city buildings is 
not compatible with a policy of decentralisa- 
tion and defence. 

I am convinced that the architect of the near 
future will be called upon to assist in the 
handling of even more complex social relation- 
ships than he handles now. For one thing 
metropolitan culture has received a heavy 
blow ; and the new basis for planning recrea- 
tion, transport, industry and housing is likely 
to be a regional one. People in villages and in 
the country did not envy the Londoner one 
little bit during the recent crisis, and even 
provincial centres began to realise the benefits 
of decentralisation. Many things that archi- 
tects and planners had urged as desirable 
suddenly grew urgent; and there is no doubt 
of the direction in which peaceful reorganisa- 
tion ought to move. I can foresee a reflower- 
ing of. local cultures, a revival of interest in 
local architecture and, I hope, in local archi- 
tects. It may even be that we shall soon see 
architecture once again becoming established 
as the commanding art, the essential physical 
component of our social life, with all that that 
means for the allied arts of painting, sculpture, 
drama and decoration. 


Discussion. 


Mr. J. BRaANDON-JonzEs, A.R.I.B.A., pro- 
posing a vote of thanks, said that Professor 
Holford had pointed out that there was a 
gap and a lack of understanding between the 
old and the young architect, and the meeting 
itself might be taken as a sign that the senior 
members had felt that gap and wanted to 
bridge it. The friction betweem junior and 
senior members was frequently quite unneces- 
sary. é e 
ALDERMAN Dr. C. L. Karin, J.P., Mayor 
of Finsbury, seconding, said that as time went 
on we saw more and more clearly whai an 
important part technique played in all our 
activities; but what use was technique with- 
out rational and intelligent planning? As 4 
local government representative, he thanked 
Professor Holford for his paper, and hcped 
that the next 20 years would produce many 
more men who thought, as he did, in broad 
and far-sighted terms. 

Mr. W. H. ANsELL, F.R.I.B.A., said it 
was difficult in the profession to find out 
exactly where the difference was betweel 
“crabbed age”? and youth, One thing, 
however, was certain; the next 20 years 
were with the young men. What were they 
going to do about it? They would find that 
sociological and political problems would, be 
very closely connected with their work, but 
the young architect of to-day could be 4 
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Jeader in these things if he first made himself 
a good architect. i 

Me. Hvupert Lippetrer, F.R.1.B.A., said 
he {elt there was not a great difference be- 
tween the old and the young architects, for 
the aims were both the same. _ 

Dz. Ertch Menpetsoun said that modern 
architecture was something an_ architect 
shouid feel in himself, because it was his 
own life. The architect was a man of creative 
power, and there was no greater creative 

wer to be found than in depicting the life 
in which he lived. 

Mr. Francis O. Hayes said he had never 
been conscious of any gap between the older 
and the younger architects. It must be 
remembered that they had different problems 
to deal with. The speaker was a salaried 
architect, employed by a local authority, and 
surely he had problems different from those 
of the older members, whose clients were 
mainly of a commercial type. _ :

Decentralisation of Industry and Population. 
To tHe EpiTor or The Builder. 


Srr,—May I call attention to the 
important question of planning and de- 
centralisation which has become one of 
increased urgency since the recent inter- 
national crisis? The events of last Sep- 
tember have clearly- shown that hence- 
forth national planning must take serious 
account of strategic as well as economic 


‘factors. 


It must. be realised that Britain’s future 
security will no longer rest solely upon her 
maritime power, but also upon her pre- 
paredness for offensive and’ defensive 
aerial warfare. However deplorable it 
may seem, A.R.P. must now be regarded 
as @ permanent part of our national 
defences. 

** Preparedness ”’ means deliberate plan- 
ning and control before the event, and 
one obvious step will be to decentralise 
substantial parts of the population and 
industries from congested and over-large 
cities. Actually, this course is desirable 
in the interests of efficiency, health, and 
convenience, as well as for military rea- 
sons. In the event of war, the intensity 
of air attack on any given area will be 
directly proportional to the strategic im- 
portance of the target and its vulnera- 
bility. Of all targets the most important 
and vulnerable are large congested towns 
where essential supplies and munitions 
are produced or handled. There are in 
England and Wales, excluding London, 
seven towns of over 300,000 inhabitants 
and 48 with populations between 100,000 
and 300,000. One-fifth of the total popu- 
lation of Great Britain lives within the 
London Traffic Area. These vast con- 
glomerations of people will unquestion- 
ably be faced with the gravest peril in 
time of war. 

Many of our pre-crisis ideas must now 
be ruthlessly scrapped. It is, for instance, 
imperative that a new National Planning 
Board with regional branches should be 
established forthwith; land must be 
brought under public control and private 
speculation in land prevented; the con- 
tinuous and haphazard growth of large 
towns must be stopped; the planning and 
construction of further trunk roads must 
be hastened; the erection of new residen- 
tial buildings in the proximity of “‘ danger 
zones” (eg., zones containing civic 
centres, munition factories, chemical 
works, food storage depots, and important 
traffic functions) must be strictly pro- 
hibited. 

Surely it is preferable to adopt without 
delay a clear-cut policy for the peace-time 
decentralisation of population and indus- 
try in place of the inefficient scheme for 
transporting hundreds of thousands of 
refugees in what would probably be terri- 
fied crowds when the dreaded emergency 
arrives? Decentralisation could best be 
achieved by the deliberate planning of 
new satellite towns, separated by belts of 
open country, in suitable areas. These 
new towns should be planned on garden 
city lines, i.e., they should be limited in 
size, and be surrounded by agricultural 
belts; they should provide sites for resi- 
dence and industry, with open lay-outs; 
and any increase in local land values 
should accrue not to individuals but to 
the community. 

In face of the present Continental situa- 
tion, it is to be hoped that the responsible 
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authorities will now recognise the fact 
that a reduction of our vulnerability by 
means of decentralisation is an essential 
part of any plan to save democracy from 
intolerable aggression. ;

Tendering. 
To tHE Epitor or The Builder. 


Sir, — Consequent upon a marked 
diminution of building work, the tender- 
ing market has developed into a condition 
that can only be described as ludicrous 
and chaotic. 

One can appreciate that with a desire to 
keep staff and works going, it is often a 
temptation to cut the price to the extent 
of the elimination of profit, etc. One also 
recognises the canker always prevalent, 
viz., the builder whose “successful ” 
results can only be tabled under the 
heading of either ignorance or despair. 

Yet an analysis of many recent results 
has revealed a position even worse than 
that referred to above. When one 
eliminates p.c.’s, provisions, standardised 
cost of certain materials, and labour and 
materials to such items as it is usual-to 
let, like slating, glazing, etc., the residue 
does not permit of the enormous disparity 
_ tenders that has been revealing itself of 

ate. 

One naturally seeks to analyse this new 
element, and there appears to be only one 
explanation, namely, that those firms 
(unfortunately growing in number) who 
are in rather a desperate state knowingly 
undertake work well below nett cost, in 
order to defer the evil day, with the result 
that they must steadily drift into an even 
worse position. 

Such is the intricate nature of the 
industry, aided by the Limited Liability 
Acts, that this may go on for quite a time, 
and, unless Micawber-like ‘ something 
turns up,” the position is that those firms 
are really running on increasing debts 
to merchants and sub-contractors. In 
other words, they are prolonging their 
death-struggles at the expense of the 
industry. 

Therefore, with all its great technical in- 
terests, the building industry is sadly 
prostituted, and there is besides the great 
danger of non-completion when the archi- 
tect recommends to his client the accep- 
— of a tender which is obviously too

THE IMPROVEMENT AND DEVELOPMENT OF A SEASIDE RESORT. 


Mr. Davin Epwarps, M.Inst.C.E., 
P.-P.Inst.M. and Cy.E., Borough Surveyor 
of Brighton, read a paper on “ The Im- 
provement and Development of a Seaside 
Resort” at an ordinary general meeting 
of the Chartered Surveyors’ Institution, 
held on Monday, December 5. 


Mr. Edwards —_ by saying that if he 
should appear to allude too frequently to his 
personal experience at Brighton it was because 
during the last few years the borough had 
made such rapid progress in all aspects of 
seaside planning, that he ventured to believe 
some account “3 their activities might perhaps 
prove interesting and instructive. 


The character and function of a seaside 
resort differed, and differed very eres 
from that of the average inland town. It 
would be realised that the planning of a sea- 
side resort was very much of a specialist’s 
job, and required considerable study and 
experience. During recent years, among & 
large section of the middle classes, there had 
grown up the desire to spend the declining 
years of life in the pleasant and healthy 
atmosphere of a seaside resort, yet in_ the 
majority of seaside towns there was very little 
planning that could be considered as expressly 
for the benefit of this adult element. If one 
examined the expenditure of the majority of 
seaside resorts it would be found that almost 
the whole outlay had been devoted to the 
interests of adolescents. Everything, of 
course, depended upon the character of the 
resort, whether it was mainly residential or 
pleasure-providing for the day visitor, but for 
this stable population of retired persons some 
special considerations should be shown, and 
some concessions made, and seaside munici- 

alities should encourage the building of small 
nouse property, properly designed _and 
planned, expressly for their accommodation. 


Though small properties of an assessable 
value of under about £30 per annum were not 
generally paying to the rates beyond the value 
of the essential services they received in re- 
turn, the speaker nevertheless felt that some 
special consideration was more than overdue 
to residents in this class of house. 


Shelter Accommodation. 


Continuing, the speaker said that nearly all 
the resorts he had known had suffered from a 
deficiency of shelter accommodation. Light 
shelters were not expensive to erect, and sim- 
plicity could be combined with a pleasing 
design. In the matter of making amenities 
self-supporting, the lecturer mentioned the 
case of their pitch and putt golf course at 
Brighton—an area of some 18 acres abutting 
on the Marine-drive. The mown fairways and 
sand bunkers provided as pleasing a feature 
as a laid-out park, with the great advantage 
of facilities for open-air recreation. 


Camping was at present very much the 
Warceay) He considered that camping should be 
allowed only on properly approved sites, 
where satisfactory drainage, water supply, 
lighting, postal services and proper means of 
access were available. For both the sanitary 
and social reputation of a resort camps should 
be strictly regulated and frequently inspected, 
and all oes sites should be duly licensed 
or registered. 


The speaker, after giving a somewhat de- 
tailed description of the camping site recently 
opened at Brighton, made some remarks on 
Brighton’s town planning. “ Brighton is 
particularly fortunate in that approximately 
10,000 acres of its outer area is. under plan- 
ning control; and negotiations with land- 
owners and developers are proceeding favour- 
ably, so that we may expect little serious 
opposition when the public inquiry is held on 
December 13 into one of the schemes 
covering 5,841 acres. We shall thus be in the 
very fortunate position of being able to safe- 
guard and guarantee the continuance for all 


time of the amenities provided by town 
planning.”’ 


Replanning the Town. 

In the replanning of built-up areas, jit 
should be an aim and eigeescw “a preserve 
and even accentuate the unique character 
which had in the past made a town famous. 

Accordingly, all the replanning at Brighton 
had been, and would be, carried out in har- 
mony with the spirit and traditions of the 
town, whilst adding every modern attraction 
and amenity for the comfort of its visitors. 

The speaker thought that every surveyor 
would agree that it was a far simpler and 
easier task to plan de novo than to under- 
take the replanning and development of an 
area that had already been partially de- 
veloped. The replanning of an old built-up 
area was a task demanding considerable skill 
and experience and requiring for its complete 
success a good deal of what might be termed 
the ‘‘ architectural sense of fitness.’’ 


In the matter of the control of elevations 
the Brighton Corporation was exceptionally 
fortunate, as under the provisions of a local 
Act they had greater powers than the major- 
ity of towns enjoyed. The censoring of the 
elevations of new buildings was a matter of 
particular importance. he Town Planning 
Act provided to some extent for this, it was 
true, but the Brighton Corporation, under the 
provisions of the local Act mentioned; had 
very effective powers of control, both in 
respect of planning and exterior design, 
though the Corporation had so far never 
found it necessary to exercise these powers 
to their limit. 


In the interests of town planning, from the 
national point of view, he hoped that ere 
long these special powers which they en- 
joyed would be at the disposal of every town 
in the kingdom. 


The speaker went on to mention some im- 
portant street improvements that had been 
carried out under the provisions of the Road 
Improvements. Act, 1925, the Public Works 
Facilities Act, and the Public Health Act, 
and also the improvement and widening of 
the Western-road and West-street, Brighton. 


Ribbon Development. 


With regard to the Restriction of Ribbon 
Development Act and its consequences, the 
speaker went on to say that although there 
had been much criticism of the recent Restric- 
tion of Ribbon Development Act on the score 
of its inadequacy, he regarded the measure 
as a real achievement in the field of town 
planning. He was quite willing to admit, 
however, that the provisions did not go far 
enough, and also that, in powers of control, 
authorities had too little scope for construc- 
tive action. Notwithstanding, the thin end 
of the wedge had at last been driven, and 
it should be possible to carry through any 
future legislation in this direction withont 
much opposition 


With regard to future ribbon development 
legislation and town planning Acts, they had 
laid a good foundation, and in the matter 
of ribbon development the time was almost 
ripe for the drafting of whatever bold 
measures they might conceive as necessary 
towards the realisation of truly model road 
schemes. They must not only control the 

ractical traffic and road constructional prob- 
ems, but also the road’s immediate land- 
scape setting, which might be termed the 
“* roadscape.”’ “Without such control, the 
best planning work was liable to be spoiled 
by private commercialisation of the setting. 


On the subject of the London, Brighton 
and south coast roads, the speaker said he 
would like to see a complete replanning of 
the London-to-the-south-coast roads — that 
was, the roads serving Brighton and her 
sister resorts. Better still, he would like to 
see an entirely new and amply wide road, 
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planned with Roman directness, to link Lon- 
don with the coast at Brighton. This new 
direct road or roads could be reserved for 
fast traffic, and the older roads for slow and 
local traffic. 


In the planning of this fast traffic: arterial} 
road between London and the coast it would 
be advantageous to split the road into two 
or probably more branches at the point where 
London was approached. This would allow 
the traffic to radiate fan-wise and distribute 
itself around the. periphery of the city 
suburbs approximately in the directions of the 
various destinations required. This would 
certainly prove a more convenient arrange- 
ment than the bringing of the whole un. 
divided stream of traffic right into the city’s 
outskirts before allowing it to split up into 
its divers destinations. 


A traveller’s first impression of a town was 
usually almost unconsciously formed as he 
passed through the town’s outer suburbs, 
Therefore it was incumbent upon municipal 
authorities, if they wished their towns to be 
well spoken of, to see that the points of entry 
to the towns by road were replanned and 
tidied up. To replan an entry, in the case 
of an old town, was too often a quite imprac- 
ticable proposition. Still, much could be done 
by judicious demolition, the masking of ugly 
prospects, 


New Coast Roads. 


“The roads from London to the popular 
South Coast resorts, such as A.127 (Southend), 
A.23 (Brighton) and A.2 (Margate),”’ con- 
tinued the speaker, ‘‘ are greatly in need of 
widening or even entire replanniiog The con- 
gestion that is becoming the common-place of 
the summer months has almost reached the 
limit of tolerance. Personally, I would ad- 
vocate the creation of a brand new road, or 
roads, planned with a generous margin for all 
possible future requirements. It would not be 
necessary to build such a road to its whole 
prospective width right away, but the unused 
width could be developed as a green and 
pleasant margin. The necessary land could 
be acquired without. delay, and the road 
planned to run as direct as possible across 
open virgin country. Through this reserved 
stretch of country a serviceable width of the 
new road site would be laid down, to be added 
to lane by lane, as future developments 
required. I am convinced that this would 
be by far the cheapest way to plan a new 
London-to-coast, road—vastly cheaper, ‘that is, 
than attempting to widen the present ribbon 
ridden roads to the coast.” 


Concluding, the speaker mentioned the 
responsibility devolving upon a_ seaside 
authority to protect the shore against erosion 
by the sea. In the case of Brighton this 
responsibility had been exceptionally heavy, 
the sea defence schemes having cost £500,000. 
But, ones advantage of particular condi- 
tions, they had made a virtue of their necessity 
and created works of beauty as well as 
utility, and provided the town with a coastal 
amenity which would be for the enjoyment of 
residents and visitors. 


GIANT CAMPANILE FOR MILAN 


On the Cathedral Square. 


Official approval has now been given to the 
erection on the Cathedral Square, Milan, of 
a campanile 540 ft. in height. Its style will 
be Gothic, like that of the Cathedral, its 
shape octagonal, and it will be built in the 
same marble as that used for the Cathedral. 
It will contain two staircases, two lifts, a 
number of cells and sacraria and a mausoleum. 
Signor Vico Vigand, who has prepared the 
plans, calls the campanile the ‘‘ Tower of 
Memories, Victories and Glories.” Statues of 
Ambrose, Simplician, Galdino and Carlo 
Borromeo, the four Milanese saints, will stand 
on the four terminal pinnacles, and there are 
to be 18 bells. 

Also included in the campanile will be a 
Lighthouse of Peace, which, with its 
revolving light at night, will illuminate the 
whole city.

Ow1ne to rearrangement conse- 
quent upon the company becoming 
a subsidiary of Messrs. H. and G. 
Simmonds, Ltd., of Reading, the 


Cirencester Brewery, Ltd., sold. 


approximately half of their property 
in Cricklade-street upon which 
brewing and bottling had previously 
been carried out. They retained 
one portion which had been used as 
a dwelling-house and retail shop 
and stores, and required these 
premises to be altered to accommo- 
date the staff in offices with a care- 
taker’s flat on the premises, and, if 
possible, any rooms not used to be 
converted into flats. 

This has been successfully carried 
out and the front rebuilt to meet the 
Town Planning Authority’s require- 
ments in widening the main street 
on which this site borders. 

Architectural work in Cirencester, 
especially in shop planning, is 
rather difficult, as it is obvious that 
the introduction of modern fronts 
would ruin the amenities. The 
present design has created the right 
atmosphere inasmuch as the town 
is planned to be by-passed in order 
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to retain the streets and shopping 
centres in a traditional manner. 
The original house and shop were a 
mixture of seventeenth, eighteenth 
and early nineteenth century work. 

The new work is carried out in 
natural stone. The building com- 
prises a large general office and 
several private offices, directors’ 
room, stores and retail and whole- 
sale shops facing the street. The 
first and second floors provide 
several self-contained flats and 
additional office and stores accom- 
modation. 

The building had to be a simple 
solution to an office planning prob- 
lem, and a quiet and dignified 
elevation to the main street was re- 
quired, similar in character and 
scale to numerous properties in the 
town. The bow windows are in 
English oak with window backs and 
displays of the same material. The 
carving of the stonework is all hand 
work by local craftsmen, and the 
finish of the ashlar work is left 
straight from the chisel. 

The general contractors for the 
work were Messrs. Fletcher and 
Wilkie, of Cirencester. Sub-con- 
tractors engaged were: Oak win- 
dows and part joinery, R. A. 
Berkeley, South Cerney, Ciren- 
cester; heating and lighting, Hy. . 
Tovey and Sons, Cirencester; ‘‘ Tile- 
Tex” floors, Horsley-Smith’ and 
Co., London; flat roofing, the 
Ruberoid Co., London; steel win- 
dows, Hy. Hope and Sons, Lid., 
Smethwick; plaster cornices, G. 
Jackson, Ltd., London; and stone 
dressings, Bath and Portland Stone 
Firms, Ltd.

New buildings—comprising new 
ward block, laundry, boiler house, 
mess rooms, etc., and operating 
theatre block—at the Manor House 
Hospital, Golders Green, N.W., for 
the Industrial Orthopedic Society, 
were opened by Queen Mary on 
October 24. 

GENERAL.—In designing these 
buildings, an attempt has been 
made to avoid the appearance of an 


institution and give a homely touch. . 


The type of architecture followed 
is, ‘in general, Georgian in 
character. 

The buildings are faced with 
multi-coloured red bricks, and the 
roof is slated with Westmorland 
green slates with modillioned over- 
hanging -cornice to eaves. To 
accommodate the electric installa- 
tion, calorifiers for heating water, 
and other apparatus, a trunk has 
been provided below the level of the 
ward floors. 

Warp Btock.—There are three 
ward floors, each being planned as 
a separate unit containing :—Ward 
with 20 beds; private ward with 
bathroom; sister’s room with win- 
dows giving a full view of the ward; 


clean {lifen and medicine room; — 


soiled fen room with sink and 
draining board; kitchen; sluice 
room; patients’ washing room fitted 
with lavatory basins and mirrors 
for shaving; and two bathrooms. 
One end of the main corridor on 
each floor is partitioned off, and 
lockers are provided for patients’ 
clothes, with dressing room ad- 
joining. 

VENTILATION.—Ventilation and an 
adequate supply of fresh air without 
draughts is provided to the wards 
by natural means, even when the 
windows and doors are closed. The 
external walls are divided into two 
with an air cavity between, a 
supply of fresh air being con- 
tinually drawn up at the base and

discharging into roof. Under each 
window an inlet is provided to 
allow fresh air from the air cavity 
to enter ward through bronze grilles 
after passing over radiator. At the 
top of each window there are out- 
lets which allow the heated and 
impure air to pass into a separate 
shaft, discharging into roof, and 
out through the eaves on each side, 
varying with the direction of the 
wind. A partial vacuum is caused 
when the hot air passes out at the 
top of the sash frame, and fresh air 
is drawn from under each window. 
By this arrangement there is a 
balance of atmosphere which causes 
continuous radiation and_ the 
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THE OPERATING THEATRE. 


supply of: fresh air by natural 
means. 

Two marble enclosures are placed 
in the centre of each ward, into 
which fresh air is continually being 
drawn and, passing over a series of 
radiators, is heated before’ going 
into the ward. 

Means of allowing patients to be 
out in the fresh air has been pro- 
vided at the end of the main corri- 
dor on the ground floor, where there 
are doors giving access to the roof, 
whereon beds can be placed, there 
being a glass roof for protection. 

Perhaps the most unusual feature 
is the sun lounge on each floor, con- 
necting up the wards and providing 
space where beds can be placed so 
that patients can receive the maxi- 
mum benefit from the sun’s rays, 
Vita’? glass and fresh air. 
Arrangements for heating, ventila- 
tion and radiation of air without 
draughts are similar to those in the 
wards. 

Borer House, Launpry, Etc.—At 
the rear of, and detached from the 
main hospital building are the 
boiler house, laundry and mess 
rooms. . Two “ Paxman  Ulitra- 
nomic” boilers arranged for in- 
duced draught with two ‘ Weir” 
pumps are installed in the boiler 
house; these will be of sufficient 
capacity when the whole of the old 
buildings have been replaced with 
new. The laundry is fitted with 
entirely new and up-to-date 
machinery, so arranged that it will 
be capable of dealing with the 
whole of the laundry for the hos- 
pital, and also that for the new 
women’s hospital and nurses’ home 
which are to be erected in the 
garden of Ivy House. ~ ; 

OPERATING THEATRE BtiocKk.—This 
is composed of two floors, with 
operating theatre suite on each’ 
floor. The theatre is lined with

of 7 ft. The windows are glazed with three- 
ply glass, made impervious to heat and cold, 
and are fitted with electric shutters operated 
by switch, to shut out light for optical or 
other operations. 

The sterilising room is tiled and fitted with 
built-in instrument sterilisers and distilled 
hot and cold water cylinders, the whole being 
encased in a stainless steel riser and top. 

The ventilation is by natural means 
similar to that described for the hospital 
ward block. This block was erected in 
memory of the late Mr. Bernhard Baron.

For Mr. H. R. Hood Barrs, this 
house has been built on the site of 
old ‘‘ Spinfield,” at one time the 
residence of Lord Terrington. That 
house was entirely demolished, with 
the exception of the walls of the old 
kitchen which now forms, with a 
new roof and turret, a spacious 
garage for five cars, and workshop. 

The house was planned so that the 
new building followed the same 
south frontage line, and a new ter- 
race has been formed in front of 
this. The terrace and house over- 
look the Thames Valley, with views 
ranging from Winter Hill to Hurley. 

The house is planned in such a 
way that all chief rooms face in this 
direction, and, as the plan shows, 
there are two loggias, one in the 
sheltered corner near the dining- 
room, which also acts as a covered- 
way to garage, and the other on the 
centre-line of the gallery and hall. 

On the north elevation the porch 
and gallery window form the central 
feature, overlooking the forecourt.

The servants’ quarters are planned 
to be entirely private from the rest 
of the house. 

The octagonally planned chimney 
stacks are a feature of the design, 
and all three are well placed. The 
old cellars have been used for the 
installation of automatic heating 
and hot-water supplies, thermostati- 
cally controlled. The house is built 
with multi-coloured 2-in. facing 
bricks and roofed with dark stained 
tiles. The oak used, both for fram- 
ing and all joinery, is English, and 
the plasterwork has been finished 
with a very slightly rough texture.

GENERAL.—In order to relate the two 
groups of buildings on their separate 
and difficult sites (states the winner’s 
report), the main block of each has been 
placed parallel to the New Lawn-road 
frontage, a certain measure of cohesion 
being thus given to the whole layout. 

Community Centre. — The main 
swimming bath is convertible to a pub- 
lic hall im winter and capablé of effec- 
tive separation from the rest of the 
centre when in use as such, the cloak- 








rooms alone being common to both. 
The children’s and slipper baths are 
planned as a unit to function inde- 
pendently of each other and of the 
large hall im winter. The gymnasium 
is a complete unit in itself, and is 
placed next to the social activity rooms. 

The site is not a level one, and the 
slope of the ground gives the oppor- 
tunity of separating the main bath 
from the centre. It is suggested that 
the changing-boxes be collapsible for 





storage during the winter. The stage 
is shown as an extension of the bath 
surround, and would be built up in 
winter. 

Frre Station.—This has been so 
placed that a clear run out is 
obtained to adjacent streets. There is 
ample yard space. It is suggested that 
heating for station and community 
centre be entirely independent. 

DECONTAMINATION CENTRE.—It has 
been assumed that it is unnecesary to

The award of the assessor in this com- 
petition (Professor L. B. Budden) is on 
page 1113. Following are extracts from 
his report to the Borough of Ilkeston :— 
Twenty-three designs were submitted in 
the competition. The conditions to be ful- 
filled presented competitors with oppor- 
tunities as well as difficulties, and it is 
gratifying to be able to report that in 
taking advantage of those opportunities 
and in overcoming the difficulties 
inherent in the programme, the majority 
of the competitors showed resource and 
ingenuity. Amongst the problems to be 
solved were (a) to site and to provide 
access to the two groups of buildings to 
the best advantage on the irregularly 
shaped areas allotted to them, (6) to relate 
in a convenient working arrangement the 
diverse elements of each group, (c) to 
make the most effective use of the dif- 
ferences of level existing in the larger of 
the two sites, and (d) to fulfil the varied 
requirements of both the community 
centre and the fire station within the total 
limit of cost prescribed. The 23 schemes 
received exhibit many different ways of 
dealing with these issues. On a general 
review, it may be said that the competi- 
tion has had the satisfactory result of 
revealing clearly the advantages and dis- 
advantages of a wide variety of solutions 
to the complex problems involved. 
Whilst the programme of the competition 
is of a dual nature, its components are 
not of equal value. The group of build- 
ings constituting the community centre 
must in this case be held to take prece- 
dence over the fire station group—though 
both are important. 

First. No. 15 [Mr. Avan Retacn].—A 
primary merit of this scheme is that both the 
community centre and the fire station are well 
sited. Skilful use has been made of the levels 
of the ground on which the community centre 
has been placed to reduce cost and to obtain 
a convenient and interesting arrangement of 
the accommodation. The planning of the 
group of community buildings is admirably 
simple and direct; it is economical and yet 
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spacious, amply lighted and readily con- 
trolled—an important consideration in a 
centre of this kind, in which the several units 
serve different purposes, and in which some 
of the units are accessible to the public in 
varying degrees according to circumstances. 
The two entrances, one from New Lawn-road, 
the other from Pimlico, as well as the central 
stairway leading to: the first floor—a very 
attractive feature of the plan—are judiciously 
placed and serve a system of traffic circula- 
tion that is straightforward and adequate. 
The problem presented by the relation of the 
large swimming bath—which in winter may be 
used as a public hall—to the remainder of 
the centre has been satisfactorily solved; it 
is sufficiently separated yet immediately 
accessible from the other accommodation. 
Judgment and imagination have been shown 
in the placing of the remaining elements of 
the centre. The idea of opening the chil- 
dren’s swimming bath to view from the stair- 
case hall through a glazed screen at, the first- 
floor level is particularly happy. On the 
other hand, further consideration might well 
be given to the position of the hall canteen, 
which is at present under the stage. Re- 
garded as a whole, the community group 
meets in an efficient and appropriate manner 
the needs of the various activities which will 
be centred in it. 

The fire station and the group of buildings 
associated with it are compactly and sen- 
sibly arranged. Some adjustments may be 
desirable in minor respects, but these should 
not involve any radical alterations. 

Szconp. No. 12 [Messrs. A. LLEWELLYN 
Smita anp A. B. Warters].—In this scheme 
the lay-out of the principal elements of the 
community centre is similar in many respects 
to that of the winning design. he plan, 
however, is in its central portion less well 
lighted, and access to much of the accommoda- 
tion is obtained from long corridors. The out- 
side walls of the changing rooms in either side 
of the large swimming bath are carried up to 
form the lateral walls of the bath hall itself. 
This largely accounts for the fact that the 
scheme has a considerably greater cubic 
volume than the winner, and has therefore 
had to be priced throughout at a lower figure. 
The planning of the community centre, in 
spite of the fact that it is somewhat hard and 
inflexible and lacking in the qualities that 
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distinguish the winning scheme, is competent 
and direct. The author has been less suc- 
cessful in dealing with the fire station, though 
it is clear that conscientious thought has also 
been expended upon this part of his scheme. 

Tarp. No. 3 [Messrs. CaRvELL AND 
De.srincr].—The siting of scheme number 3 
is different from that adopted by the designs 
placed first and second. In this case the 
longitudinal axis of the community group is 
approximately parallel to Pimlico and the 
main entrance faces on to this street. The 
three major units of the plan, the large swim- 
ming bath, the children’s swimming bath and 
the gymnasium, are all approached from a 
central entrance hall, running at right angles 
to the longitudinal axis. The planning, which 
is compact and fully worked out, suffers from 
congestion in the portions adjacent to the 
entrance hall, where insufficient natural light- 
ing and ventilation have been provided. 
None the less, the scheme is characterised by 
interesting. features, and it undoubtedly 
possesses a certain monumental quality. The 
elevations, whilst not always logically ex- 
pressive of what lies behind them, show a fine 
sense of proportion and are the most care- 
fully studied of any submitted in the com- 
petition.

ROYAL ACADEMY SCHOOLS 
PRIZES AND AWARDS. 


THis is not a gold medal year. The 
principal architectural prize to be com- 
peted for was the Travelling Studentship, 
£60 and Silver Medal, subject ‘‘ An Open 
Access Library.”’ Unfortunately for the 
competitors, in the opinion of the judges, 
the designs submitted were not of suffi- 
cient merit to warrant the award being 
made. We believe that the inefficiency cf 
the planning was the principal cause, and 
with this we are inclined to agree. Natur- 
ally, it is disappointing to the students 
after putting in so much overtime (the 
school is an evening one), but the judges 
are able men and we feel sure they would 
not lose sight of the fact that they were 
judging students’ work and not an open 
competition. The drawings have been 
well worked up, but no amount of fine 
draughtsmanship can amend or put right 
a poor plan. 

Of the four sets submitted, the eleva- 
tional treatment of No. 203 is one of the 
best. Mr. Wornum’s R.I.B.A. building 
has inspired one competitor, but not 
successfully. 

The Fletcher Watson prize of £25 has 
been awarded to Mr. John Joseph Adams, 
winner of the Travelling Studentship prize 
in architecture last year. Mr. Adams has 
made good use of hig opportunities, both 
measured drawings and _ watercolours 
being of a high standard. The numerous 
drawings—of quality and _ indicating 
appreciation of the subjects—show con- 
siderable industry. 

The first Landseer Prize, for a set cf 
measured architectural drawings, has 
gone to a student obviously bent on 
** following in his father’s footsteps ”—Mr. 
Michael Farey. The subject, interior of 
St. Stephen’s, Walhrook, has lent itself 
to draughtsmanship of great quality, 
which shows full recognition and appre- 
ciation of the work. This is quite the best 
set submitted for some years. Mr. Farey 
also wins £10 and a silver medal for an 
architectural design for groups of houses, 
open to first-year students only. 

The Landseer prize of £20 and silver 
medal is won by Mr. C. A. Bransgrove, 
with a design for an assembly hall. The 
design is essentially traditional, unlike 
that of Mr. Ian Wilson (prozime accessit), 
which is modern in planning and yet has 
dignity and scholarly severity. 
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The competition for tlie decoration of 
a portion of a public building has re- 
ceived a better response fhan of late years, 
and the prize is won by Miss Julia 
Morley. 

The Edward Stott Scholarship, £50 and 
silver medal, for sculpture, is won by Mr. 
Richard Alfred Thomas, whose subject is 
a wall fountain with two or more figures 
in high relief, for King George V playing 
fields. Simplicity and boldness charac- 
terise the design.

FACULTY OF ARCHITECTS 


AND ‘SURVEYORS 
ELEVENTH ANNUAL DINNER. 

Tue close contact existing between the 
Post Office and the architectural pro- 
fession was referred to on Friday, Decem- 
ber 2, by Str Watter Womerstey, M.P., 
J.P., the Assistant Postmaster-General, 
when he proposed the toast of ‘‘ The 
Faculty of Architects and Surveyors ”’ at 
the 11th annual dinner of the Faculty at 
the Holborn Restaurant, W.C.2. Mr. 
T. A. Shackles, P.F.A.S., presided. 

Sm Watrter said: ‘‘ The Post Office now 
comes into close touch with the profession 
of architects,though judging from some of our 
older buildings you would not think so... . 
But we are now giving the public something 
worth while in our newer offices, and we are 
employing architects who really understand 
their profession. We are also trying to get 
our new buildings to harmonise with the other 
buildings in the locality, providing they are 
of good class. 

‘The other day I had a request from a 
cathedral city where we were contemplating 
building a new post office, that the architec- 
tural features near the cathedral should be 
worthy of their place in that vicinity. We 
have had a design submitted to us which we 
have accepted, and I am pleased to say that 
it harmonises perfectly with the cathedral 
buildings.” 

The speaker went on to say that the Post 
Office also called upon architects to provide 
better amenities for its staff, and he felt that 
the Post Office was now offering better 
facilities to the public than ever before. He 
also mentioned the work of the Faculty, 
saying that he was pleased to hear that many 
new branches had been formed during the 
year, which showed that the Faculty was 
progressing and reflected on the energetic 
work of the President and the members of 
the Council. The Faculty members also took 
a lively interest in other things besides trying 
to improve their professional status. They 
had had a good Feal to say about housing 
legislation, and had taken interest in matters 

ecting their profession in Parliament, par- 
ticularly the Architects Registration Bin. 
The Faculty was also concerned with the 
question of education, and the speaker com- 
mended that work, for it was to the students 
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of to-day that they looked for the professional 
men of to-morrow. 

Responding, the Prestpent mentioned the 
work already carried out by the Faculty in 
connection with the compilation of a register 
for national defence, and added that a circular 
had already been sent out to members with 
successful response. The speaker was very 
pleased to think that the Faculty was one 
of the first to make a start in this direction, 
and he felt that the Government was being 
well backed up by the Faculty. 

An indication of the unity existing among 
the architectural bodies was given by Mr. 
H. H. R. Warp, V.-P.F.A.S8., in proposing 
‘The Guests.’” He said he would wish it 
to be particularly known that the junior 
organisations of the architectural and sur- 
veying professions were in unity with each 
other. They had a great respect for the 
senior bodies, the R.I.B.A. and the Chartered 
Surveyors’ Institution, and the one idea in 
their minds was the furtherance of their own 
education and the ability to serve and see 
that they gave the British public the service 
it was their right to give. 

Mason G. B. 5 AtHor, F.I.A.A., 
M.Inst.R.A., Secretary of the Incorporated 
Association of Architects and Surveyors, 
replying, said he was happy to represent the 
Incorporated Association at the annual dinner 
of the Faculty. He joined Mr. Ward in his 
expression of respect for the Royal Institute 
and the Surveyors’ Institution, and agreed 
with him when he said that all they had at 
heart was the welfare of the architectural and 
surveying professions. 

Mason Ernest Marruews, M.C., R.E., 
M.Inst.R.A., Secretary of the Institute of 
Registered Architects, suggested that the 
architects of the country should co-operate 
to produce a scheme of national defence for 
England. 

Str Crement Kintocu-Cooxe and Covun- 
citor T. Avusertin, M.A., J.P., Mayor of 
Holborn, also responded to the toast. 

Mr. H. H. Murray, F.F.A.S., President- 
Elect, submitted the toast of ‘‘ The Ladies,”’ 
and Mrs. T. A. SHackies responded. 

Among those present were Messrs. Everard 
Haynes, Harold Marshall, V. L. Nash, J. 
Murray Wickham, and Pembroke Wicks. 


PLAN FOR GREATER LONDON 


Tue Garden Cities and Town Planning 
Association have convened a conference to be 
held on Wednesday, December 14, at Gros- 
venor House, Park-lane, London, to support 
a resolution calling for Government initiative 
in the setting up of an executive planning 
authority for the London region, with powers 
and instructions to control the future develop- 
ment of the region in the interests of the 
greater safety, convenience and amenity of 
the people of London. 

A pamphlet issued by the Association 
giving notice of the conference states : ‘‘ The 
planning of London as a whole has been 
neglected far too long, and because of this 
neglect great damage has been done to the 
comfort and happiness of millions of Lon- 
doners. To the social evils which have 
resulted from the absence of planning is now 
added the menace of air warfare. It is most 
imperative and urgent that a check be put at 
once to the continued expansion of London, 
and to the further increase of the height and 
density of its buildings. For many years 
past the prevailing policy has lengthened 
London’s daily journeys and their cost and 
discomfort, lowered fundamental housing 
standards, increased road congestion, and 
permitted the building over of land urgently 
required for open space. 

**Piecemeal policies and local planning 
have failed.. In many cases small-scale reme- 
dial efforts only facilitate the development 
that has created the main problems. A strong 
Town and Country Planning Authority is 
necessary, with executive planning powers 
over the whole region, working in conjunction 
with the Government to control the location 
of new industries, to preserve the remaining 
country still within reach of London, to guide 
further development to existing smaller towns

or well-designed modern new towns in the 
region, and to create a long-term plan for 
such redevelopment in the centre as yilj 
reduce density, provide ample open space 
and permit many more Londoners who wish 
to do so to enjoy good family houses with 
gardens within reach of their workplaces,” 

The pamphlet also contains a message above 
the names of well-known persons in architec. 
tural and planning circles. The message 
states :— 


““We strongly support the invitation sent 
herewith to a Conference . . . to urge the 
creation of a Regional Planning Authority for 
Greater London. Such a planning authority 
is urgently needed to deal in a comprehensive 
way with questions of London development 
that cannot be successfully dealt with piece. 
meal. We hope that as a result of the initia- 
tive now taken, local authorities and other 
public and voluntary bodies in London will 
unite to offer co-operation with the Govern- 
ment in carrying out a policy broadly on the 
lines proposed. Without necessarily agreeing 
with any detail of the proposed policy, we 
cordially endorse the terms of the resolution, 
and request all those who are concerned for 
the safety and welfare of London to make 
its objective widely known, with a view to 
obtaining the action now so urgently re- 
quired.”

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LONDON BUILDING BY-LAWS—XLI

PART ViII.—MISCELLANEOUS (continued). 
Ficors over Furnaces and Ovens. 

Section 72 of the London Building Act, 
1930, required the floor over any room con- 
taining a furnace and any floor within 
18 in. of the crown of an oven to be con- 
structed of fire-resisting materials (as 
specified in the first schedule to the Act). 

By-law No. 138 requires incombustible 
materials instead of fire-resisting for this 
purpose. It provides, further, the same 
requirement for the roof in the case 
where there is no floor over the apparatus. 

The by-law exempts from its provisions 
‘the enclosed fire of an independent water 
oiler or to a kitchen range where the top 
of such boiler or range is 5 ft. from the 
ceiling and not more than 3 ft. from the 
floor. 

A further concession (which might prove 
of value in cases of alteration) is made in 
respect of the requirements in regard to 
the provision of a floor or roof of incom- 
bustible material by permitting, instead, 
the use of a false ceiling consisting of 3 in. 
of incombustible material suspended or 
supported by incombustible materials. 


Fire Checks. 


Part VIII of the by-laws contains 
several requirements the object of which 
is obviously the prevention of the spread 
of fire. In considering these requirements 
here it will be convenient to deal with 
them as a group and in a definite sequence 
rather than to adhere strictly to the 
numerical order of the by-laws and to 
treat the subject as and when it arises. 

The effect of the precautions specified in 
this group of by-laws is to prevent the 
spread of fire from one part of a building 
to another as well as from one whole build- 
ing to another; in fact, when one building 
is in several separate occupations, as far 
as the prevention of the spread of fire is 
concerned, the parts separately occupied 
may be regarded as practically separate 
buildings. Probably the most common in- 
stance of such separate occupation jis 
where different floors are so occupied, 
when, from the fire-prevention point of 
view, the whole building might be 
regarded as a number of buildings one on 
another, necessitating horizontal fire 
> com to be afforded by the intervening 

oors. 


Party Walls. 


To begin with the major issue, by-law 
No. 144 (1) requires every building to be 
separated from every other building by an 
external wall or a party wall. Section 80 
(1) of the London Building Act, 1930, fol- 
‘owing the example of Section 74 (1) of the 
Act of 1894, was couched in similar terms 
save that it offered another alternative to 
the external wall or party wall in “or 
other proper party structure.” It is diffi- 
cult to imagine what other party struc- 
ture (except a floor) would be “‘ proper ” 
for such a purpose, so that nothing much 
Is lost by the omission which brings the 
new by-law back into line with Section 27 
(1) of the Metropolitan Building Act, 1855. 

The remaining alternative, “ an external 
wall” (external to one of the buildings, of 
course), does not appear to constitute any 
teal alternative, since, in order that such 
4 wall should constitute a separation, it 
would of necessity be imperforate. By the 
definition given in Section 5 of the Act of 

» & party wall is “‘ a wall forming part 
of a building and used or constructed to 
be used for separation of adjoining build- 
‘ngs belonging to different owners or 


occupied or constructed or adapted to be 
occupied by different persons,” a defini- 
tion which exactly describes the “‘ external 
wall” given as an alternative to the 
“party wall” in the by-law—in other 
words, the two appear to be one and the 
same thing, 

It might be objected to this deduction 
that the two terms cannot have identical 
meanings, or why are they used alter- 
natively in the Acts and in this by-law? A 
simple explanation can be found in the 
fact that the phrase employed in Section 27 
(1) of the Act of 1855 (from which this 
by-law was ultimately derived) was 
“separated by external or party walls.” 
This was converted into the singular (and 
rightly so) in the Act of 1894, and was so 
repeated in the Act of 1930. The wording 
employed in the later Acts, however, was 
*‘ separated either by an external wall or 
by a party wall.” The original rendering 
admitted of a wall fulfilling the functions 
of both an external and a party wall to the 
extent of different parts of the wall. 
The corresponding sections of the later 
Acts (and that of the by-law) would have 
excluded the separation of buildings by 
the dual-function wall but for the addition 
of an explanatory section (Section 64 in 
the Act of 1930) which specifically con- 
ferred on such a wall the designation 
*‘ party wall” to the extent of such part 
of its length as was so used. 

Whether this be the true explanation or 
not, there is little apparent reason for the 
inclusion of the “external wall” as a 
means of separation in view of the provi- 
sions of Section 64 referred to which, for 
the purposes, designates such a wall as a 
party wall. 

Section 64 of the London Building Act, 
1930, remains unrepealed, and therefore 


. continues to function in conjunction with 


the by-laws. It is therefore necessary to 
note an important restriction in its word- 
ing. Where a wall is built, as, or becomes, 
a party wall, it is deemed to be a party 
wall to the extent of such part of its 
length as is used as a party wall. It may 
reasonably be argued that since the extent 
to which such a wall becomes a party wall 
is limited specifically in the direction of 
the length over which it is so used, that 
its classification as a party wall is not 
so limited in regard to height. 

To take an example: if a smaller build- 
ing be erected against a larger building—- 
larger both as regards length and height— 
the separating wall (which.may have been 
an external wall of the larger building) 
becomes a party wall by virtue of the 
juxtaposition of the smaller building. But 
where the wall extends horizontally 
beyond the smaller building, for as much 
of its length it retains the character of an 
external wall and may be perforated by 
windows and doors. On the other hand, 
since this provision is specifically men- 
tioned as relating to the length, it is pre- 
sumably intended that it should not relate 
also to height, and that therefore, where 
the wall becomes a party wall, it becomes 
a party wall throughout its height, and 
there must therefore be no windows of the 
higher building looking out immediately 
over the lower building. 

That this inference is compatible with 
the intention of the new by-laws is indi- 
cated by the fact that it is deemed neces- 
sary in by-law No. 146 to interpolate a 


proviso in order to obviate the necessity. 


of carrying up every “ party wall” above 
the roof flat or gutter of the highest 
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building adjoining the wall, provided the 
difference in the heights of the roofs ex- 
ceeds 3 ft. 

By-law No. 146 contains a repetition, 
practically word for word of Section 65 of 
the London Building-Act, 1930. Clause (1) 
of this by-law requires (with certain ex- 
ceptions) the party wall to be carried up 
above the higher roof adjacent thereto to 
a height of 3 ft. in the case of a building 
of the warehouse class over 30 ft. high, 
and to a height of-15'in. in any other case. 
The thickness of the wall so carried up 
is required to be equal to that prescribed 
by the by-law for the top of the wall in 
the case of buildings of the warehouse 
class and 84 in. in any other case. 

A series of provisos which are new to 
London legislation afford exemption from 
the requirements of the foregoing para- 
graph. The carrying up of the party wall 
above the roof (as previously mentioned) 
is not required where the difference in the 
height of the adjacent roofs exceeds 3 ft., 
nor is it required where all the roofs abut- 
ting on the party wall are of incombustible 
material 5 in. thick, such as concrete flats. 


The fact that the frequently unsightly 
copings of the party walls in semi- 
detached and terrace houses of pre-war 
date are not to be seen in later construc- 
tions of that kind indicates that the 
requirements of the Building Act had 
fallen behind the general practice. Two 
further provisos giving exemption from 
the requirements tend to bring the by-laws 
into line with up-to-date practice in this 
respect. There is now no longer any need 
under. London building legislation to 
carry the party walls up through the roofs 
of semi-detached two-sterey houses or a 
terrace of two-storey houses provided the 
terrace does not exceed 150 ft. in length 
nor comprise more than eight houses, 
subject to the roof covering being bedded 
directly on to the tops of the party walls. 
In cases where the length of the terrace or 
the number of houses is greater, exemp- 
tion ig still accorded provided the roof 
covering is bedded solidly to a slab of in- 
combustible material 4 in. thick project- 
ing 9 in. on each side of the wall and 
supported on corbelling to the satisfaction 
of the district surveyor. 

Clause (2) of this by-law corresponds 
closely with Sub-section (2) of Section 
65 of the Act, by requiring the party wall 
to be carried up as a screen to “ any 
turret dormer lantern-light or other erec- 
tion constructed of combustible materials 
and fixed upon the roof or flat of any 
building and distant less than 4 ft. from 
the party wall.” 

‘The words quoted are from Section 65 
of the Act. By-law No. 146 makes use cf 
the same words, but adds “ sky-light ” to 
the category of erections instanced, and 
employs the phrase “ fixed in or upon” 
instead of merely ‘“‘upon” the roof. By 
so doing the by-law removes an uncer- 
tainty as to whether a sky-light flush with 
the roof or only raised a few inches should 
be panes as an “erection” fixed on 
roof. 

As in the section of the Act, the by-law 
requires such screen to be carried. up with 
a thickness corresponding with that indi- 
cated in the immediately preceding 
requirements and extending on each side 
12 in. wider than the erection and at least 
12 in. higher. Such height must be in- 
creased where necessary to the level of 
every part of any roof opposite which is 
within 4 ft. measured horizontally. The 
by-law. allows a relaxation of this last 
requirement where the roof opposite is 
composed of incombustible material 5 in. 
thick. (To be continued.)

tions, and the G. L. Pepler, trust prize 
for the highest number of marks for 
papers on “ Town Planning Practice.” 


PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 


Tue Presipent, in the course of his address, 
said planners at the present time probably 
were working under more difficult conditions 
than had existed for some time previously. 
The spacious Victorian days had gone for ever. 
Let them suppose, for instance, that the neces- 
sary legislation, initiative, knowledge and per- 
sonnel had been available for planning during 
the latter portion of the last century, in 
what ideally quiet conditions, undisturbed by 
internal and external commotions, would the 
schemes have gone forward to their comple- 
tion on paper. Ignorant of what was to 
happen in the succeeding century, those who 
would have prepared the schemes would have 
looked upon them and have declared them 
good. They did not know too clearly, per- 
haps, the needs of the future, but they did 
know that as they carried on the work new 
factors frequently arose which caused changes 
in outlook. 

Town planning, however, took its first legis- 
lative steps at a time when things were be- 
ginning to ‘‘ take place,’’ and it had grown 
up under conditions in which change had been 
the predominant note. 

Recently this country, with others, had 
passed through an experience which, if they 
were prepared to learn any lessons, would 
leave its mark on the planning of this 
country. 

So far as they could do any good by plan- 
ning ahead, it was their duty to plan on 
the supposition that what might have hap- 
pened a few weeks ago might occur at any 
time in the future, with this difference, that 
the possibilities of a few weeks ago might be 
only a fraction of the possibilities in thé 
future. In regard to size, numbers, speed of 
the aeroplanes, accuracy of aim, increase in 
loads carried, and in the size and potentialities 
of individual bombs, every one of these factors 
in modern aerial warfare was sure to be 
intensified to a marked extent. 


Air Attack. 

If planning had te prepare in its schemes 
for such contingencies it must be on the sup- 
position that attacking aeroplanes might reach 
their destination in such circumstances that 
they could be fully effective. It was the duty 
of others to inform planners fully as to the 
potentialities of future aerial attacks. From 
now fonward the risk of air attack, possibly, 
if not probably, without declaration of war, 
must be envisaged and provided for as far as 
possible. 


Planners at present had not the informa- 
tion to enable them effectively to decide which 
areas should be ruled out from building deve- 
lopment on that account—what buildings 
should not be permitted to be erected near 
dwellings or closely built industrial buildings 
—whether areas cleared in the centre of towns 
should remaim.open—to what extent and 
where many-storeyed tenements should be per- 
mitted—or what general modification in the 
planning and location of industrial areas was 
desirable. There were other factors which 
might seriously affect planning, especially in 
areas so isolated that planning might not yet 
have been seriously contemplated. The near 
future might see the whole country being 
combed for the safest and best sites for tem- 
porary or permanent residences. Industrial- 
ists might similarly seek to transfer their 
works elsewhere. In a short time they might 
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witness the most serious attack yet made on 
the amenities of rural England. The advice 
given on purely local emergency measures at 
the time of the crisis did not have that con- 
tinuity of ideas calculated to inspire those who 
acted under instructions at that time. It 
could be confidently supposed that ideas would 
by this time have crystallised and that they 
could look forward to a general national policy 
of action, and planning should be a great 
factor towards putting it into practice. 


Planning must be modified by the experi- 
ences of the last few months—how great this 
modification might be it was difficult to say, 
but it might even do something to solve the 
problem of compensation by altering to some 
extent the national outlook on the future 
trend of building development. Nothing 
could have emphasised more decisively the 
great service the Town Planning Institute 
had done by the production of its recent 
report on the necessity for a National, Ad- 
visory Board than had the recent emergency. 
There was, however, no certainty and little 
likelihood that the recommendation of the 
Institute would be implemented so that it 
could function immediately. Was there not 
a danger, ‘therefore, that the impulse to do 
something towards securing planning for 
defence might be dissipated before any effec- 
tive action could be taken by such a body as 
the Institute proposed, and what in the 
meantime would be done? Delay was dan- 
gerous because private persons were likely to 
take action for their personal safety which 
might conflict with the general good. Public 
authorities might individually take action 
deliberately against the danger without suffi- 
cient guidance or they might continue with- 
out thought to plan as before, not attempting 
to meet the new requirements. 


Most planners had been convinced ad- 
vocates of planned decentralisation, and, in 
this and some other ways, the requirements 
of defence were likely to correspond with 
good planning practice; but effective results 
could not be obtained unless they were based 
on comprehensive planning. Modifications in 
planning practice would obviously be required 
and it was to those with full knowledge of the 
dangers which would be associated with air 
wartare. that planners must look for the neces- 
sary information as to the requirements of 
defence. No doubt the Air Raid Precautions 
Department had available the necessary in- 
formation and early consultation between that 
Department and the Institute would seem to 
be desirable. Speaking for the Institute as the 
authoritative professional body in the matter 
of planning he could say that they would 
welcome such a conference and were eager to 
play their part. 


The Falling Birthrate and Planning. 


There was another development in their 
national life which also demanded their atten- 
tion and should: affect the general trend of 
future national planning. He referred to the 
fall in the birthrate and the inevitable decline 
in the population of the country. 

A considerable and continuous reduction in 
population was inevitable and should be taken 
into account in connection with planning, but 
before this could be done it was necessary 
to know what the effect of the reduction was 
likely to be in the distribution of the popula- 
tion engaged in various classes of trade, 
particularly agricultural; for presumably in 
the changed conditions it would be the duty 
of the Government to give a lead and see that 
the requisite encouragement was given to those 
industries which must survive in the changed 
conditions for the good of the country. 

The transport problem was still with them 
and would remain with them. The road 
existed before the railway and was now 
threatening to injure the railway seriously 
even under present conditions. There was an 
increasing volume of traffic on the roads and 
congestion in certain towns and villages, and 
there was danger due to the volume of moving 
traffic. Motorways would no doubt relieve 
the villages and towns of the long-distance 
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traffic, as it would pass them by. This wo 
however, apply in comparatively few case, 
judging by. the short list of motorways pro. 
by the County Surveyors’ Society 

illages and small towns uld be by-passed 
and the centres of ‘towns could be 
avoided by the construction of circum/erentia} 
roads. 

With regard to the question of avoiding the 
centre of large towns, Leeds had now op. 
structed more than 17 miles of a ring roa¢ 
and would very shortly have completed g 
continuous length exceeding 12 miles jp 
length. Trial runs had been made, ang 
although at the present time at the busiest 
hours of the day it was possible to drive 
straight through the centre of the city from 
bound to boundary at an average speed 
of 20 miles an hour, 1t was clear from these 
trials that by following this length of the 
ring road a*saving of six minutes, or 20 per 
cent., could be made if the journey be made 
at even 30 miles per hour. There was also 
the added advantage of travelling along roads 
with superior amenities where traffic difficul- 
ties were prattically non-existent. 


Leeds claimed to have gone.a long way 
towards solving the traffic problem with re 
gard to a number of the housing estates in 
the suburbs on the eastern side of the city, 
When works now in hand were completed and 
those for which powers for extension have 
been sought, enclosed tramway tracks of a 
total length of 6} miles would be within half 
a mile of 11,500 houses on these housing 
estates, and others on private estates. The 
length of track laid in the normal manner in 
the carriageway connecting the enclosed track 
with the centre of the city would be no more 
than 950 yards in length. These enclosed 
tracks could be still further extended as the 
housing estates developed further. The maxi- 
mum ordinary fare was 2d. and the workman’s 
return fare 34d. To those in the larger towns 
who might feel tempted to regard tramways 
as obsolescent—as did the. Royal: Commission 
on Transport—he would say, Please take heart 
and review the situation again. 


Vote of Thanks. 

Mr. G. L. Pepier, proposing a vote of 
thanks, said reference had been made to the 
danger of attack from the air on planning, 
and a gloomy picture had been drawn of the 
destructive potentialities of such attack. 
Such potentialities must certainly be taken 
into account, and, given the chance, the 
town planner was the man to cope with them. 
On the other hand, to assume that humanity 
was to revert to barbarism, and that in future 
they must cease to plan to meet the needs of 
civilised beings and merely plan to frustrate 
the evil designs of barbarians, was surely te 
accept the policy of defeatism. 


Mr. THomas Apams, seconding, said in the 
spacious Victorian days there were rea! values 
which they did not appreciate to-day. He was 
not frightened by the pessimism of some of 
the President’s remarks, but he was frightened 
at the fact that it did not stir them up to 
do the right thing in times of peace. He was 
interested in fundamentals. In the planning 
of Greater London the nucleus of the planning 
should have been the Port of London. In 

lanning their open spaces they should work 
forward from the Port to all the probiems of 
industry and housing and everything else. 
Planners to-day, when talking about the dis- 
tribution of industry and_ centralisation, 
realised that the problem of London was only 
in a secondary degree the problem of ixdustry 
and the congestion of population. 


Pitreavie Castle, Dunfermline.

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THE CONTRACTOR'S OBLIGATIONS AND LIABILITIES—IX

INSURANCES.—FIRE. 


Ir is obvious that under a building or en- 
gineering contract, when the contract works 
are new, the risk of damage by fire must be, 
in the absence of any stipulations in the con- 
tract—and this is rare—borne by the con- 
tractor himself from beginning to end. Corre- 
spondingly, when the contract works are 
alterations and additions to old buildings or 
structures, the risk is with the employer. 
But the employer is under no obligation to 
the contractor in regard to any loss or damage 
to plant, tools and equipment belonging to the 
contractor in the event of a fire occurring 
upon his property in the course of these works. 

It follows that the contractor should early 
take steps to enter into a contract of insurance 
to cover the contract works against the risk 
of fire, and a clause placing this obligation 
upon the contractor is included in most formal 
contracts, for example, in the 1931 R.I.B.A. 
Form of Building Contract. 

It is evident, however, that, particularly 
with regard to a building or engineering con- 
tract of some magnitude, the contractor, pre- 
sumably, would insure the work in stages, as 
completed, for obviously there is no necessity 
to pay the premium upon the whole of the 
works at the outset, inasmuch as it may be 
some considerable time before they are, in 
fact, completed. The point of importance to 
the contractor is that, whatever work is 
completed, it should be covered by insurance, 
for the cost of rebuilding or reinstatement of 
the damaged work would fall upon him. 

Formal contracts usually state the time at 
which the insurance must be effected, as, for 
instance, when the new buildings are roofed 
in, and sometimes require that the policy 
shall be produced to, or lodged with, the 
architect or engineer, who is therefore aware 
of the amount of the cover. 


Fire insurance policies are, as is well known, 
contracts of indemnity, and usually reserve 
to the insurers a right to reinstate or, alterna: 
tively, to pay the amount of money on which 
the policy has been paid, for no profit can be 
made ont of a contract of insurance. It may 
be mentioned that under Section 83 of the 
Fires Prevention (Metropolis) Act of 1774 
the insurance company may exercise this 
option, but it is also provided that, in some 
cases, persons interested in the property can 
demand that the insurance company carry out 
the reinstatement and refuse the offer of the 
company to pay the insurance money in lieu 
—see Brown v. Royal Insurance Company 
(1859), 1 E. and E. 853. 


But it is open to the contractor, between 
himself and the employer, to stipulate that he 
makes good the damaged work himself. 
Should the contractor do the work of rein: 
stating, it follows that he must accept all 
liability for any defects in the work when 
done, and, of course, he must take the risk 
of any damage by fire in the progress of the 
reinstatement. He must also make every 
endeavour to restore the damaged building to 
ts original state, as far as is possible. 

Clause 17 of the 1631 Form of Building 
Contract, deals with fire insurance, and in 
many other formal contracts a similar clause 
's used. There are two divisions to the clause, 
one (a) applying to a new building, and the 
other (2) to an alteration or extension to an 
existing building. One or the other should 
therefore be struck out to suit the particular 
arcumstances of the case. 

PF inor sub-clause (a) the contractor binds 

imself, in the joint names of employer and 
oe to insure and keep insured against 
oss and damage by fire, for the full value 
thereof (plus 8} per cent. to cover architect’s 
and surveyor’s fees), the works until they are 
delivered up. The insurance is to be effected 
with a company approved by the architect 
or engineer, as the case may be], who is to 


have the custody of the policies and the pre- 
mium receipts. Should the contractor default 
in effecting the msurance, the employer can 
insure and deduct the premiums paid from 
any moneys due or to become due to the 
contractor. 


It is further provided that, upon the settle- 
ment of any claim, the contractor must pro- 
ceed with due diligence to rebuild or repair 
the works destroyed or injured, and a reason- 
able extension of time for completion is to 
be made. Moneys received under the policies, 
less the 84 per cent. mentioned above, are 
to be paid to the contractor by instalments 
under certificates of the architect [or engineer, 
as the case may be], and the contractor is 
not entitled to any payment in respect of the 
rebuilding, etc., other than the moneys 
received under the policies. 


The alternative sub-clause, which concerns 
an existing building which is to be altered 
or extended, places the existing structures and 
the contract works at the risk of the employer. 
Should loss or damage by fire occur, the em- 
ployer is to pay the contractor the full value 
of all work and materials then executed and 
delivered ; and the contract as to subsequent 
work may, at the option of either party, be 
determined if the arbitrator decides such 
determination is just and equitable. 


Sub-contracting and Sub-letting. 


Where a contractor has sub-contracted for 
part of the contract works, it is evident that 
he must take care to see that the sub-contract 
works are adequately covered by insurance 
against loss by fire, as the risk of loss or 
damage will, of course, fall upon him (the 
contractor). Formal sub-contracts usually pro- 
vide for insurance of the sub-contract works 
against fire risks. Should loss or damage 
occur, the contractor binds himself to pay to 
the sub-contractor the full amount of the loss 
or injury to the sub-contract works and will, 
of course, if insured, do so out of the moneys 
received by him under the policy. 

But here a warning is necessary. If such 
a formal sub-contract is used, for instance, 
with the 1931 R.I.B.A. Form of Contract, 
and sub-clause (6) of clause 17 is used, placing 
the risk of damage by fire entirely on the 
employer, it is a matter of concern for both 
contractor and sub-contractor to ascertain 
that the employer is fully insured against fire 
risks. Should this not be so, and the em- 
ployer is not a man of sufficient substance to 
stand any loss not insured against, a serious 
fire might lead to his bankruptcy, in which 
case the contractor would have to bear his 
own loss and that of the sub-contractor, 
though he could claim for such loss as an 
ordinary creditor under the bankruptcy. 


But, apart from formal contracts and sub- 
contracts, the obligation upon the contractor 
is obvious, namely, the necessity for adequate 
insurance against fire risks in case of the con- 
tract works. The same observations hold good 
with regard to the liability of the contractor 
for any works sub-let. It should here be 
mentioned, however, that, in general, sub- 
letting of the contract works or the sub-con- 
tract works is, in most formal contracts, pro- 
hibited unless with the written consent of the 
architect (or engineer) in the case of the con- 
tract, or with the writte1 consent of the con- 
tractor and the architect (or engineer, as the 
case may be) in the case of the sub-contract. 
Where, however, a formal contract, etc., is 
not used, provision should be made in the 
contract for consents to sub-letting, for it is 
obvious that as, in certain cases, a contractor 
(or sub-contractor) is employed for reasons 
of reputation, sub-letting without consent 
would rob an employer (or a contractor, for 
he is an employer under the sub-contract) of 
the advantages of that reputation.

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BARRACK BUILDINGS 
AN EXHIBITION. 


An exhibition of recent barrack archi- 
tecture designed by the War Office 
Architectural Department under _ the 
superintendence of Mr. W. A. Ross, 
F.R.I.B.A., was on view last week at 
No. 73, Strand,; W.C. The cost of 
this work must have amounted to some 
millions of pounds. The barrack build- 
ings erected during the past few years 
and now in course of erection show a revo- 
lution in design as compared with the 
older buildings. No longer can the term 
‘‘ Like a barracks ” be used disparagingly. 
Much thought is now given to the comfort 
of all ranks. There has been a great im- 
provement in the planning of the build- 
ings, including married quarters. We now 
find an excellent dining-room provided, 
together with recreation rooms and gym- 
nasium, and better sleeping accommoda- 
tion; also a great improvement in heating 
and bathing arrangements. No longer 
has the soldier to cross the barrack square 
to have a bath; in fact, comfort is fully 
provided for, as it should be, especially 
for the non-commissioned ranks. The 
parade or drill ground is now surrounded 
by buildings enabling recruits to learn 
their drill concealed from the view of 
critical or curious people. 

Where additions have been made to 
existing barrack centres a traditional style 
of design, generally of a Georgian charac- 
ter, has been employed. Examples of 
this may be seen in the new Chatham 
block. Treated ably on modern lines is 
the Chilwell example, an entirely new 
scheme. The site being a falling one, a 
terraced character is obtained. Another 
new scheme is at Dover, now in course of 
erection at a cost of half a million pounds. 

The use of glass in large quantities 1s 
not recommended by the Department, the 
opinion being expressed that in the event 
of air bombardment heavily glazed -build- 
ings, if struck, would suffer to a much 
greater extent than those of more solid 
construction. Steel-framed construction: 
will be adopted to minimise damage likely 
to be caused by bomb explosions.

LAW REPORTS 


SEQUEL TO DEATH OF ELECTRICAL 
FITTER’S caeek ine ELECTRIC 


Kinc’s Bencu Drvision. 

Before Lorp Justice Gopparp (sitting as an 
additional Judge of the King’s Bench 
Division). 

Paine v. Colne Valley Electric Supply Co., 

Ltd., and Another. (British Insulated Cables, 

Ltd., third parties.) 


In this case the plaintiff, Mrs. Emily Paine, 
a widow, of Pinner-road, Harrow, Middlesex, 
claimed as administratrix and mother of Mr. 
Frank Bertram Paine from the Colne Valley 
Electric Supply Co., Ltd., and also against 
British Insulated Cables, Lid., damages for 
the death of her son under the Fatal Accidents 
Acts and/or under the Law Reform (Mis- 
cellaneous Provisions) Act, 1934, on the 
ground that his death was caused through the 
negligence or breach of statutory duty of one 
or other or both of the defendant companies. 


Both the defendant companies denied the 
allegations of negligence and breach of statu- 
tory duty, and the first defendant company 
brought in the second as third parties, 
alleging that if the plaintiff established 
liability against them they were entitled to 
recover the damages and costs from such 
third parties. 

Mr. Blanco White, K.C., and Mr. Baker 
appeared for the plaintiff; Mr. Gilbert Paull 
and Mr. Marlowe for the Colne Valley Co. ; 
and Mr. F. A. Sellers, K.C., and Mr. Everett 
for the British Insulated Cables Co. 


The facts of the case were that in January, 
1937, the deceased man, then aged 26, was 
employed by the Colne Valley Co. as an elec- 
trical fitter’s mate, and whilst working upon 
an oil switch tank in a transformer kiosk 
containing a switchboard (to which it was 
alleged the Factory Act Regulations applied) 
at Troutstream Way, Loudwater, in the 
county of Hertford, he came in contact with 
a live high-pressure electricity conductor and 
so received a shock and injuries from which 
he afterwards died. 

The plaintiff alleged that by reason of the 
accident the deceased man had lost his 
expectation of life, and she the maintenance 
and support he had afforded her. 

The allegation of negligence and breach of 
statutory duty weré based upon (1) failure to 
place or protect the conductor so as to ade- 
quately prevent danger ; (2) failure to arrange 
the switchboard or to separate the section im 
which the deceased was working so as to 
secure that his work could be carried on 
without danger; (3) failure to make the con- 
ductor dead; (4) failure to separate the 
conductor by a division or screen; and (5) 
failure to protect the conductor as far as 
reasonably practicable, so as to prevent danger. 

As before stated, both sets of defendants 
denied negligence and breach of statutory 
duty, and also pleaded that the deceased man 
had been guilty of contributory negligence. 
The second defendants, who had made and 
supplied the kiosk to the Colne Valley Co., 
denied that it was negligently or faultily 
constructed, and further pleaded the Statute 
of Limitations as barring any relief being 
recoverable from them. 

In the course of delivering a considered 
judgment his lordship, after stating the facts 
and the material evidence, held that the kiosk 
was an electrical station within the meaning 
of the Factory Act and that there had been a 
breach of that Act by the Colne Valley Co. 
in failing to provide a safe place and plant 
for their workmen, and also a breach of 
common law duty. 

As regarded the British Insulated Cable 
Co., it was said that the kiosk was dangerous 
in itself and that there was a duty on them 
as the suppliers of a dangerous thing towards 
those who must come in contact with it. But 
if there was an opportunity given to the cus- 
tomer to examine it the liability rested upon 
them. In this Gase the Colne Valley Co.’s 
engineers fixed the kiosk, and it was their

duty to see whether it was safe for the man 
working there, and in failing to do so the 
company were guilty of very considerable 
breach of duty to the workman. 

In these circumstances he gave judgment 
for the plaintiff, Mrs. Paine, against the 
Colne Valley Co. for £1,272 3s. 6d., which 
sum included the funeral. expenses of the 
deceased man and interest, and that company 
must pay the costs of the action and also the 
costs of the British Insulated Co. in the 
action. The third party proceedings against 
the British Insulated Co. would be dismissed 
with costs. 

Judgment was entered accordingly. 


ACTION AGAINST BUILDERS. 
OFFICIAL REFEREES’ CoURT. 
Before Mr. C. M. Pirman, K.C. 


O. E. Irons v. J. E. Billings and Co., Ltd. 


This was an action by Mrs. Olive Ellen 
Irons, of ‘‘ Tall Trees,” Tatsfield, against 
Messrs, J. E. Billings and Co., Ltd., builders 
and contractors, of Beddington-lane, Croydon, 
to recover damages in respect of alleged de- 
fective work in the building of her residence, 
‘* Tall Trees.” 

Mrs. Irons’s case was that her house was 
built by the defendants in 1936 for £1,710, 
and her complaint was that the timbering of 
the walls was not properly jointed, that the 
brick panels were unsecured and loose, and 
that later the timbering came apart and the 
brickwork was liable to fall out. 

Defendants, by their defence, denied the 
plaintiff’s allegations, and their case was that 
they had carried out the work properly under 
the direction of the architect. 

Mr. Wilson, in opening the plaintiff's case, 
said the north and west walls of the house 
were insecurely erected. The plaintiff com- 
plained that in boisterous weather she and 
her husband heard a bumping noise and dis- 
covered that one of the panels in the western 
wall was loose, with the result that she had 
to call a local builder in to put matters right. 

Mr. Dudley Marsh, the architect, said he 
was assured by the foreman to the builders 
that ail the panels were properly tied, but 
later it was discovered that that was not so. 
It was a surprise to him to find that the tim- 
bering had not been properly jointed. 

For the defence, Mr. J. E.,. Billings, the 
managing director of the defendant company, 
gave evidence. He said that the house was 
built to endure. With regard to the tying 
he had offered to remedy that. 

The Official Referee said it was admitted 
that the work was not satisfactory, and the 
question was whether the builders were liable 
or the architect was liable. 

Mr. Albert Fathers, who was the general 
foreman in the building of the house, ad- 
mitted that the woodwork was not mortised 
and tenoned. His explanation was that at 
the commencement the work was well done, 
but later they were pressed for speed. Mr. 
Marsh, he aheasd, did not forbid the way 
they were doing the work. He was con- 
stantly on the job and saw all that was done. 

The Official Referee, after hearing all the 
evidence, in giving judgment, said that with 
one or two exceptions it could not be sug- 
gested that the building in any way fell short 
of what the builders undertook. It seemed 
to have been a very well-built house, and 
there was very little to complain about. In 
one particular, however, the house fell short 
of what was specified. On two of the walls 
it was contemplated that there should be half- 
timbers, and that the joints should be mor- 
tised and tenoned. Instead of that the 
were merely butted and nailed, and the bri 
panels were not tied as they ought to have 
been. Mr. Billings agreed that that was not 
the kind of work he would have put into a 
house, and the question was whether the 
builders’ foreman let them down, or Mr. 
Marsh, the architect, let Mrs. Irons down. 
He (the Official Referee) considered that Mr. 
Marsh was a perfectly honest witness, and he 
was satisfied that there was concealment by 
Mr. Fathers. Certainly Mr. Billi knew 
nothing of what had been done and was a 
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perfectly honourable man. There was nothin 
to make him (the Referee) think that Mr 
Marsh did not act reasonably or that the 
defects would have been disclosed by reagop. 
able examination. 

In the circumstances he gave judgment fo; 
Mrs. Irons for £102 14s., with costs. 


OBITUARY 


Sir Thomas Callender. 


The death is announced of Sir Thoma; 
Callender, deputy chairman and manao. 
ing director of Callender’s Cable and Con- 
struction Company, Limited. He was 93. 
Born at Glasgow in 1855, and educated jp 
Greenock, London, and Boulogne, Thoma; 
Octavius Callender joined his father, Mr. 
W. O. Callender, in 1877, in founding the 
firm of Callender and Sons, who had an 
interest in Trinidad bitumen and wer 
engaged in promoting its use for road. 
making and building purposes. In 180, 
as the result of a business visit to . 
Petersburg, he became a strong believer 
in the future of the electric light, and was 
insistent that his firm should do all it 
could to develop its business on the elec. 
trical side. The laying of electric cables 
for the first important London building— 
the Law Courts—was carried out by the 
firm, as was on a later occasion the wiring 
of the Taj Mahal, Agra. 

Knighted in 1918, Sir Thomas was a 
director of a number of electric supply 
and manufacturing concerns both at 
home and abroad, and as a Senior Warden 
of the Electrical Industries Benevolent 
Association he had taken a very great 
interest in it from the date of its inception 
in 1905. He was also a member of the 
council. 


The Cenotaph Railings. 


The barriers which are fixed at the north 
and south sides of the Cenotaph in White- 
hall (see p. 1106) comprise cast-iron posts 
and wrot-iron railings. Each barrier is com- 
posed of six bays of railing each 5 ft. wide 
by about 4 ft. high, and is manufactured in 
forged wrot-iron. Each ‘panel of railing is 
removable from the cast-iron posts for hand: 
ling in erecting and taking down. The cast- 
iron posts, which are tapered square design, 
have at the top a square box, which is 
illuminated and inset with ruby lenses. This 
is surmounted by a crown, which is also exe- 
cuted in cast metal and hand gilt with English 
gold leaf. The posts are fixed into socket 
boxes, and when the posts are taken away 4 
cover is fitted so that the roadway will he 
left quite level. 

The whole of the work has been designed 
by Sir Edwin L. Lutyens, R.A., and carried 
out by the Birmingham Guild, Ltd., to the 
instructions of the Chief Architect of His 
Majesty’s Office of Works.

Uncer the auspices of the South Wales 
Instit: 'e of Architects (Central Branch) and 
the iustitute of Builders, Mr. Anthony 
Minopiio, M.A., B.Arch., A.R.I.B.A., gave 


a lecture entitled ‘‘ The Small General Hos- 
pital,” at the lecture theatre, Engineers’ 


Institute, Cardiff, on Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 30. 

Mr. J. S. Richards, M.1.0.P., presidea, 
and in his opening remarks referred to the 


fact that Mr. Minoprio and his partner, Mr. 
H. G. C. Spencely, collaborated with Dr. 
A. J. Melly, the leader of the British Red 
Cross unit in Abyssinia, in the design of a 
200-bed hospital which was to be built in 
Addis Abbaba. Dr. Melly, however, was 
killed in the war, and owing to the Italian 
conquest the scheme had to be abandoned. 

Mr. Minoprio dealt with the development 
of the design of small general hospitals, and 
in discussing the question of elevational design 
he emphasised the fact that hospital archi- 
tects should aim at designing buildings which 
did not look like the traditional institution. 
He dealt with such points as the selection of 
site, details of requirements of various scc- 
tions, methods of heating and lighting, sound 
insulation, and cooking equipment, and in 
connection with the latter point he stressed 
the importance of further developments in 
equipment for cooking by gas. He mentione:| 
various methods of construction, and expressed 
x preference for the use of heavy linoleum 
as a floor material. 

In connection with the question of siting, 
the speaker drew attention to the importance 
of considering not only the aspect but also 
the prospect, and suggested that the smail 
general hospital should be an _ attractive, 
homely building, erected whenever possible 
on a site on which the wards could be 
arraiged to look out on « pleasant view. The 
lecture was illustrated with lantern slides 
showing recent developments in the planning 
of stall hospitals. 

A vote of thanks was accorded to the 
lecturer on the proposal of Mr. W. S. 
Pureson, M.A., F.R.I.B.A., seconded by Mr. 
L. lt Gower, A.R.I.B.A., Mr. Purchon read 
mes»:zes from Dr. Colston Williams, Medi- 
cal O'fcer of Health for the County of Glamor- 
gan, Ur.

QUESTIONS. 


Builder’s Profit. 

Str,—What is the position in regard to 
builder’s profit when builder's work (i.¢., not 
specialist’s work) is omitted from the contract 
and the same work is carried out by a 
specialist firm whose quotation the architect 
has obtained and instructed the builder to 
accept ? 

Should the builder be credited with the per- 
centage of profit which he added to the 
provisional sums in the biils of quantities. or 
is he entitled to the higher profit which it is 
assumed he allowed for in pricing his own 
work (now omitted) ? 

How is the adjustment affected when no 
profit was added to the provisional sums in 
the bills of quantities ? 

To what extent can the architect omit 
builder’s work from a contract and substitute 
specialists’ work, when, as is common, no 
profit is added to provisional sums in the bills 
of quantities ? Agax. 

[The following answer has been contributed 
by a correspondent : ‘‘ If work, part of the 
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contract, is taken and given to another, then 
the builder is nevertheless entitled to the 
profit he expected to get on that work. In 
respect to provisional sums in the bills of 
quantities, the builder is only entitled to 
the profit he added to those sums as shown 
in the bills of quantities. If there was none 
he cannot get any. If there was no profit 
added to the provisional sums in the bills cf 
quantities, then no profit is allowable or 
claimable. Under the usual power to vary by 
way of omission or addition, an architect is 
not entitled to omit builder’s work and sub- 
stitute specialist's work. If he does so the 
builder is entitled to the profit he allowed 
in respect to the builder’s work and any extra 
expense he has been put to to carry out the 
work he, in part, does, and because of the 
builder’s work being given to a specialist. If 
profit or amount is considerable, querist ought 
to take legal advice.’’ ] 


Copper Cylinders. 

Sm,—I shall be obliged by information 
as to the advisability of fixing copper calori- 
fiers to systems where galvanised piping has 
been used. I know of cases where copper 
piping in conjunction with galvanised 
cylinders has caused rapid corrosion of the 
latter, but have not met the reverse case.

Finish for Shower-baths. 

Srmr,—We are at present constructing a 
small school with shower-baths attached to the 
gymnasium. Previous showers have been 
plastered and enamelled, but there is trouble 
with the enamel peeling off due to the steam. 
Could you advise me as to a suitable finish to 
the walls and ceilings, terrazzo and tiles being 
ruled out owing to expense? A smooth, clean 
surface is required for easy cleaning.

ANSWERS. 
What is Cash Discount? 

[Answer to ‘ Contractor,’ DECEMBER 2. | 

Smr,—The query by ‘‘ Contractor ’’ in your 
last issue raises a question as to what is ‘‘ Cash 
Discount.’’ Is it the usual 25 per cent. or 5 
per cent., monthly or at final settlement? It 
obviously cannot be ‘‘ monthly account ”’ in 
a contract lasting, say, 12 months. Recently 
I took up a new appointment, and had to take 
over completion of the final account of a large 
contract just finished with six months’ main- 
tenance to run. On checking over previous 
payments to sub-contractors, all certified on 
architects’ certificates (nine in all over 12 
months), I found that my predecessor (de- 
ceased) had deducted 24 per cent. from each of 
the amounts certified before paying the sub- 
contractor. Surely this is unusual and unneces- 
sary? It has always been my practice to re- 
serve this 24 per cent. until settlement at the 
end of the maintenance period, in accordance 
with the final account drawn up with the 
quantity surveyors. My point is, therefore, 
that although the contract states ‘‘ subject 
to 24 per cent. cash discount,” it is not a cash 
discount, but purely an allowance to the 
builder, and is due to him fight up to final 
payment, it being impossible to settle an 
account for material supplied over 12 months, 
until completion. The. answer to ‘‘ Con- 
tractor ’’ under his letter bears out my conten- 
tion, that the builder is entitled to this allow- 
ance irrespective of when and by whom the 
account is paid. Am I correct?

THE BUILDING INDUSTRIES 
NATIONAL COUNCIL 


THE NEW OFFICES. 


An interesting event in the development 
of the organisation of the building in- 
dustry took place on Wednesday, 
November 30, when a reception was held 
at the new offices of the Building Indus- 
tries National Council, at 85, Gloucester- 
place, W.1. The gathering was represen- 
tative not only of the members of the 
Council, but of those many individual 
members of the industry who are co-opted 
members of its various committees and 
panels. The occasion also gave the oppor- 
tunity for some of the supporters to 
meet the members of the Special Com- 
mittee for Public Relations. 

The President of the Council, Mr. Jonn M. 
THeosatp, P-P.S.I., welcomed everybody in 
his usual delightful manner, and was most 
energetic in showing parties round the offices, 
and indicating the advantages of the accommo- 
dation mover» in the new premises. The 
offices comprise the ground and first floors of 
the house, which is a typical example of the 
late Georgian period. Those who remem- 
ber the small offices in the Adelphi, in which 
the Council commenced its activities a little 
over five years ago, cannot but feel that there 
is everything to commend this development on 
the part of the Building Industries National 
Council; it is, moreover, a matter for con- 
gratulation to those original associated bodies 
—namely, the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, the Chartered Surveyors’ Institu- 
tion, Building Materials and Manufacturers 
Suppliers’ Committee, the Reinforced Concrete 
Association, the National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers, and the National 
Federation of Building Trades Operatives— 
which brought the Council into being, and 
whose consistent participation in its work 
has enabled it to establish the economic 
importance of the building industry in the 
forefront of the public and official mind. 

The growth and support of the Council, of 
which the new premises are an outward sign, 
are indicated by the fact that there are over 
15 ‘‘ Associated Bodies ’’ comprising the main 
organisation in the industry—namely :—

There still remains, however, an almost 
unlimited field of activity for the central 
organisation of the industry, and there is 
every reason to believe that the increased 
facilities for meetings and administration, and 
the room for expansion, provided in the new 
offices, will be a considerable asset in the 
process of uniting the industry and bringing 
its economic policy to bear upon the national 
welfare as a major instrument of stable pro- 
gress. 

Incidentally, there were one or two very 
interesting graphs and_ statistical tables 
relating to matters about which the industry 
should hear a great deal more, and have very 
much more knowledge and appreciation of the 
underlying implications. 

While the acquisition of new premises is 
evidence of progress, it is obvious that the 
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support forthcoming from the industry for 
the Special Committee for Public Relations 
is not as great as the importance of its work 
warrants; even with its present compara- 
tively limited staff the Committee has been 
able to build up an impressive system of 
authentic records, and to provide the in- 
dustry with its first economics service. 


The small support for such work, compared 
with the much larger sums donated to it 
by other industries, is due, no doubt, to 
an insufficient realisation of the need for 
providing a scientific basis for policy and 
action, and of the potentialities for improv- 
ing and extending the market for the ser- 
vices the industry has to offer. The exist- 
ing service provided, is, however, to be wel- 
comed as evidence of a growth in the appre- 
ciation of these points, although at present 
it is not used to the full, more especially 
by the manufacturing interests, who have 
to take many decisions depending upon their 
view of future prospects. There seems little 
doubt that sufficient is now known about 
the sources and causes of trade fluctuation 
to make it seem a particularly short-sighted 
policy on the part of the industry not to 
derive the maximum service from the facili- 
ties that are now available. 

With the development of the services pro- 
vided by the Special Committee for Public 
Relations to the extent that is warranted, 
it will be possible for the industry to pre- 
pare itself to meet industrial fluctuation and 
thus minimise their effects, and also to 
develop a concentrated policy to reduce the 
fiuctuations. However well organised the in- 
dividual sections of the industry may be, 
their functions and scope will, of necessity, 
be curtailed, and remain to a degree nugatory, 
unless by effective co-operation they are 
founded upon a sure and stable basis of 
scientifically regulated trade and activity.

Preservation of Old Cottages.

the local authority was satisfied that the

Slum Clearance and Rehousing. 

The September figures showing the position 
of. slum clearance and August. figures for 
rehousing are summarised below :— ; 
. Clearance Areas and Orders.—During Sep.

placement of 10,453 persons, as compared 
with 3,730 houses and a displacement of 
14,461 persons in August. . 

The Orders submitted during September . 

covered 2,200 houses. The Orders confirmed 
during September ‘covered 2,685 houses and 
11,152 persons. The total number of houses 
in confirmed Orders is now 209,150 involving 
the displacement of 882,982 persons. 
. Rehousing Progress.—The following figures 
are those for August. At the end’ of that 
month there were 76,968 houses under con- 
struction as compared with 77,853 at the 
end of July and 68,121 at the end of August 
last year. 8,223 houses were completed 
during August, as compared with 7,864 during 
July and 5,925 during August, 1937. New 
yg approved during September numbered 
Town and Country Planning. 

A pamphlet entitled ‘‘ Town and Country 
Planning : Extracts from the Annual Report 
of the Ministry of Health for 1937-38” has 
recently been published by His Majesty's 
Stationery Office, price 9d. The pamphlet con- 
tains a general review of the position of plan- 
ning schemes throughout the country, and in- 
cludes notes on the preservation of the country- 
side, local administration and compensation 
and betterment. There is also a record of 
about 40 interesting decisions on appeals made 
to the Minister by intending developers.

The largest housing contract ever entered 
into in Scotland has been undertaken by the 
Scottish Areas Housing Association. It is for 
—— 2,000 houses, the construction 
of which will be poured concrete in cavity 
walls. Returns received by the Department 
of Health for Scotland show that at October 31 
the Association had contracted for 2,586 con- 
crete houses (of which 470 are under con- 
struction), and for 184 timber houses (of 
which 64 are under construction). The form 
of construction used in contracts other than 
that for the largest contract is poured 
cellular concrete in solid walls. The number 
of houses completed by Scottish local authori- 
ties during October is only 142 short of the 
highest monthly total for the year set up in 
the month of May; 1,873 houses were com- 
pleted during the month as compared with 
1,784 in the previous month, and 1,342 in 
October last year. Included in the number 
completed in October are 18 of timber and 
four of concrete. Since the year began local 
authorities in Scotland have completed the 
erection of 15,443 houses, an increase of 4,875 
over the corresponding period of last year. 

On October 31 the number of houses under 
construction was 27,702, including 1,090 of 
timber and 190 of concrete. The number of 
houses contracted for but not begun at Octo- 
ber 31 was 9,462, a decrease of 109 on the 
number at the end of the previous month and 
a decrease of 1,318 on the number at the end 
of October last year. Since 1919 local authori- 
ties have erected in Scotland 204,620 working- 
class houses.
